NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Original Theater Activities, Inc., which 
is TPROA’s “SOS” committee in corporate disguise, floated a 200 
grand bond issue last week to finance its plan to bring back the road. 
Money to be used for nation-wide publicity and for routing and 


sending out shows over the long 
Issue was put on sale by the Boyd 
Company here, acting as new cor- 
poration’s financial agents. Two 
hundred shares turned over to 
TPROA for sale. Shares are five 
bucks per, and are dividend-paying and 
nonassessable. Officers of the corporation 
are Stewart Litgow, president; S. I. Con- 
ner, vice-president; Charles Goettler, 
treasurer, and Milton Middleton, secre- 


Original Theater Activities, Inc., has 
already definitely lined up two shows to 
go out under SOS banner and stamp 
of approval, and officers claim that more 
are coming in each day. Care and time 
are being taken in selection of shows, 
however, for organization stands com- 
mitted to furnishing guaranteed plays 
and casts to guaranteed audiences, and

Indies, Operators 
Are Still at Odds 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—The controversy 
hetween the independent exhibitors and 
the motion picture operators remained 
practically unchanged last week, with 
the exception that three suburban 
houses. owned by Polka Brothers, have 
reopened and are being Operated with 
the brothers themselves manning the 
booths. 

A meeting of the union’s membership 
was held Friday, and Tom Maloy, busi- 
ness agent, informed The Billboard that 
the proposal of the exhibitors that one 
man be eliminated from the booths was 
unanimously rejected. 

“The exhibitors have repudiated their 
agreements,” said Maloy. “They have an 
agreement with the union that has four 
months yet to. run. They refused to 
consider my proposal that a mediation 
committee of three be appointed to con- 
sider the situation.” 

Al Steffes, of Allied Exhibitors, stated 
that there was nothing new to report. 

It was learned from reliable sources 
that a number of the theaters now dark 
will reopen with non-union operators. 
Three in the city have already reopened. 
They are the Clearing, the Lindy and 
the Ray, all neighborhood houses, owned 
by Ed Halper. Harry Nepo and Edward 
Dollos, all of whom hold operators’ H- 
censes. 

Asked if any further action would be 
taken by the union, Maloy stated 
nothing would be done before Monday.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Opposition 
to proposal of railroads for an increase 
of 15 per cent in freight rates of a scope 
and character which apparently has sur- 
prised as well as disconcerted the rail 
carriers began to pile up immediately the 
Interstate Commerce Commission began 
hearings of those who do not think in- 
creased freight rates at this time would 
be justified, and a somewhat different 


aspect is being given the situation as a 
result. Opposition did not hesitate to 
call a spade a spade, and one of the first 
alternatives suggested to an increased 
rate was the diversion of traffic from rail 
to trucks and highway.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Wild rumors 
current in radio and theatrical circles to 
the effect that a heavy-handed ax would 
fall upon the staff in various depart- 
ments of National Broadcasting Com- 
pany failed to materialize last Friday, the 
day big things were expected to happen. 

The only change that took place was 
the resignation of Walter C. Stone as 
head of the press relations department, 
who was succeeded by E. W. Johnstone, 
predecessor of Stone in that position, and 
in the interim was assistant to M. H. 
Aylesworth, president of NBC. John- 
stone, who is well liked in the trade, is

A committee of three, as instituted 
last year by Canadian Association of 
Fairs, may be reappointed again this year 
to work out amicable arrangements for 
routing of acts playing fairs in Canada 
so that units will receive placements in 
a way to insure convenience in making 
jumps, with a minimum of expenditures 
and red tape. The Billboard learned late 
last week.

Owners granted injunction, 
but efforts to move outfit 
fail—employees to appeal 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.— 
The 101 Ranch Show still remains 
on the lot here, its 16th day, in- 
cluding day of arrival (August 2) 
and two-day (August 3-4) local 
engagement. All tents are up and 
nothing has been moved. Third 
and fourth attempts to load show 
with Washington labor Saturday 
and labor imported from Balti- 
more Sunday failed. There was no vio- 
lence—men simply abandoned job. 

Scenes in the battle under way here 
the last two weeks between the show 
and the unpaid troupe were to shift 
today back into court, where lawyers 
for the show people will appeal from 
the injunction granted the owners last 
week. The injunction signed by Justice 
Joseph W. Cox in District Supreme Court 
Saturday* restrained the employees from 
interfering with the removal of the 101" 
Ranch stranded here with six ,weeks’ 
back pay due its workers. H. L. Mc- 
Cormick, counsel for the circus per-

London Theatrical 


Season Prosperous 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—With New York 
experiencing worst summer in theatrical 
history, London has been having un- 
usually successful season. In New York 
early in July shows dropped to new 
modern low of 12 plays running. and 
have stayed there until present. During 
July and August only one commercial 
opening took place, and there is none 
scheduled until August 24. Not until 
late September will real influx start. 
London meanwhile had 30 shows run- 
ning all thru. London mid-August re- 
ports showed greatest theatrical attend- 
ance city has ever had in summer, with 
Score and half houses open and all 
doing well. Attendance per house down 
a bit, but never before so many showing 
during hot spell. 

Compared with New York’s sparse 
openings, London has plenty on books, 
about 30 more shows in rehearsal for 
openings in early September or before. 
Includes many that should be hits. Noel 
Coward has new one called Cavalcade. 
Josephine Baker’s invasion caused much 
interest. Hassard Short staging, Waltzes 
From Vienna. The Hour Glass and Take 
a Chance also favored. Most important 
of all probably Gilbert Miller’s produc- 
tion of Grand Hotel, with Fifty Million 
Frenchmen also expected from America. 
With New York wondering just what 
coming season will bring forth and 
American producers worried over chances, 
London looks confidently forward to best 
season in years.

Sixth definite, but show not 
intact—gross of $32,000 
fourth week helped by rain 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—It has 
been definitely decided that the 
Palace bill, current on its fifth 
consecutive week, will be held 
over for another week. On the 
sixth week, however, the show 
will not be intact, with one act 
dropping out. Arthur Petley and 
Company, the opening novelty, 
will leave Friday night for Ottawa 
to play a fair date contracted prior to 
their Palace booking. The spot probably 
will be filled by the Mangean* Troupe. 
While the show was considered last week 
as a probability for an eight-week run, 
nothing definite is planned beyond the 
sixth week. 

Business reached the highest gross at 
the Palace on the fourth week of this 
extraordinary bill, topping the third 
weeks’ approximate gross of $31,000 by 
about $1,000. Last week’s rainy spell 
helped in getting the capacity business. 
The box office got off slow at the start of 
the fifth week, due to the weak returns 
at yesterday’s supper show, which was to 
be expected, considering that it was the 
first real sunny day in a week,

Cincinnati newspapers of August 13 
carried a story to the effect that George 
C. Bradford, managing director, was un- 
der arrest in Toledo, Charged with fail- 
ing to pay a $1,106 board and room bill 
contracted at Fort Washington Hotel, 
Cincinnati, where troupe had its head- 
quarters during rehearsals. It was fur- 
ther stated that Walter J. Redhill, joint 
lessee with Bradford of the title, had 
filed suit in Common Pleas Court asking 
for a receiver for the show property. 
Redhill alleged that Bradford had vio- 
lated their partnership agreement in that 
he (Bradford) had failed to pay his share 
of the cost of launching the show. 

A query from The Billboard tele- 
graphed to Redhill August 14 requesting 
a statement as to exact conditions re- 
mained ufianswered at the time of going 
to press.

RKO Junior Intact Idea 


Fast Coming 


toa Head 


Low budget of $1,500 expected to fill needs of many 
houses—plan to include Butterfield Circuit, which 
starts RKO booking August 27 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—RKO is trying to whip into being a 
Junior Intact Time or in other words a cheaper version of the four- 
act units booked by Dolph Leffler for a Coast-to-Coast tour. While 
the circuit is hot on the idea and from all indications working every 
means possible to get it across, its plans are being discussed sotto 


voce until such a time when 
enough progress has been made 
to bring it out in the open. The 
Junior Intact Time, as the plans 


now stand, will be made up of 
low-budgeted houses thruout the coun- 
try and for the most part new ones that 
are brought in by RKO’s field scouts. 
The East, Midwest and Coast will be 
thoroly covered for prospects to come 
in on this proposition. Quite a few 
houses are already considered for the 
Junior intacts, but the plan will be held 
in abeyance until there is sufficient time 
to make it worth while. 


The Junior intacts will be put out 
on the same basis of the present ones 
booked by Dolph Leffler, and their junior 
derivation comes of the fact that they 
are budgeted much lower. It is planned 
to scale them at $1,500 a show, whereas 
the Leffler units cost $2,700. They will 
thus be made up of smaller acts and 
each show will carry four. 


From all indications it will be a toss- 
up between Willie Berger and Jack 
Dempsey as to who will be the Junior 
intact booker. Berger recently came from 
Chicago with houses he booked there, 
while Dempsey has been off the books 
for some time. During his absence from

$691,123.78 was shown by Keith-Albee- 
Orpheum Corporation and subsidiaries 
in its comparative report for the six 
months ended June 30 this year. It rep- 
resents $630,526.74 more than the profits 
shown for the same period last year. 

Profit from operations was $672,656.28, 
and profit from other sources was $18,- 
467.50. Last year showed a loss in op- 
erations of $17,412.26, but a profit from 
other sources of $78.009.30 kept the re- 
port out of the red. 

However, the Orpheum Circuit, Inc., 
and subsidiaries showed a loss from op- 
erations for the first six months of this 
year in the amount of $186,068.98, with 
no profit frem other sources. This is 
$60,330.51 higher than the loss shown 
for the same period last year.

No Vaude for 
W-V Houses 


High cost of labor blamed 
for dropping of “flesh” 
plan—6 theaters still dark 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Wil- 
mer & Vincent announced late 
last week that its plan to restore 
vaude in six of its houses located 
in Pennsylvania and Virginia is 
cold. According to Joseph D. 
Eagan, general manager of the 
circuit, the idea was dropped be- 
cause of alleged unreasonable de- 
mands of the labor unions. W. & 
V. canvassed the stagehands’ and musi- 
cians’ locals in the six towns during the 
last four weeks to see if they couldn't 
make concessions to allow the circuit to 
install vaude on a cheap scaie, but about 
four out of the six locals are said to 
have made demands that didn’t jibe with 
the circuit's ideas. 

It was about the middle of last month 
that Wilmer & Vincent announced its 
intention to use “flesh” at the State, 
Allentown; State, Reading; Majestic, Har- 
risburg; Embassy, Altoona; Lyric, Rich- 
mond, and Wells, Norfolk.. All of the 
houses were dark at the time and are 
still dark, and the circuit planned to 
make them a source of revenue by using 
split-week vaude to be budgeted on the 
low scale of $1,500 on the week. 

Prior to the statement that union de- 
mands made the “flesh” return im- 
practical, RKO was dickering with 
W. & V. to get the houses on its booking 
floor. It is also known that Edgar Allen 
had several talks with Walter Vincent as 
to his being assigned the position of 
general booking manager should the 
valde plan come thru. 

The circuit advised that a few of the 
union locals were reasonable in their 
demands, but the proposition could not 
go thru unless all six were of the same 
opinion. It would be difficult to get 
acts at the low scale unless they could 
be offered five or more houses at a 
stretch. 

The six houses, now dark, are on the 
block for either rent or sale. 


More Celebs Booked 
For Palace, Chicago 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15—Continuing its 
policy of booking big names for its 
vaudeville bills, the Palace Theater has 
a number of them for September. First 
is Benny Meroff, former Publix-B. & K.

Those cofnprisf{ng part 

of the RKO intact shows are receiving, 

for instance, the benefits of the expe- 
rience of such high-salaried officials as 

Roxy and Joe Plunkett as to lighting 

and _ presentation. Janette Hackett 

won't throw you out if you come in 
quest of advice on costumes. If you con- 
fer with the exploitation department 
you'll probably wind up with more ideas 
and stunts than you'll care to go thru 
with, and the charge is only a matter of 

a few minutes of your time. It’s the 

old gag of Heaven helping those who 

help themselves. 


HE “Coast defenders,” and there are 
all kinds of them, got in a terrific 
inning when the talkies rode in and 

carried everything before them. All of 
which was hardly to the benefit of the 
average vaudeville act. The coming sea- 
son the product of some studios is going 
to be doubtful as to box-office sensation. 
Vaudeville is going to have an inning of 
its own, and rightfully so. This is the 
season. If vaudeville comes thru, it will 
be the beginning of a new era wherein 
it will shine and probably continue to 
do so indefinitely. 

Let no one forsake an opportunity to 
contribute something constructive toward 
this end. Any individual or organization 
with petty grievances or having ulterior 
motives surely will not go about airing 
them or be destructive in their attitude 
if they have the least bit of vaudeville 
welfare at heart. As a rule any destruc- 
tive influence is short lived, but they 
certainly can cause much annoyance and 
contribute nothing toward ultimate 
progress. 


HILE there has been much talk 
about the inability of a four-act 
unit to make for easy balance as 

a show on the whole, the theater man- 
ager who wants five or six acts has noth- 
ing on the agent whose income is pretty 
well down to a minimum these days. The 
five-act intact instead of four, asked for 
by division managers at the recent con- 
vention, was hailed with delight by the 
poor agent who also has to live. 


ELIABLE sources give Lou Holtz 

credit for the idea of holding over 

the Palace, New York, show intact. 
It is said that when Holtz first advanced 
th idea it was met with absolute nega- 
tive finality. It wasn’t being done. Last 
fall he asked the bookers to hold a show 
over intact, but could not prevail upon 
the powers that be to see it his way. 
Now that a precedent has been estab- 
lished it will be interesting to watch de- 
velopments. ; 

Has the Palace booker a problem on 
his hands with the booking of a show 
good enough to follow this one? 
Shouldn’t be so tough. There have been 
better shows at the music hall than the 
current layout.

With Tearful 


Tales of Woe 


They met the indies and were taken over—never knew 
there were so many rackets to gyp an actor—are paid 


mostly in promises 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Performers who went out with com- 
monwealth vaudeville units that began their invasion of the road 
earlier this season, are coming back with sad stories of gyp house 
operators, chiseling indie bookers and tough times. Actor-promoters 
who had organized these units on a co-operative basis found out, as 


soon as they hit the road, that the 
indie field was beset with rack- 
eteering and dishonesty. After 
being gyped on contracts and fail- 
ing sometimes to even make the 
expense of dates because of percentage 
agreements, the units usually disbanded. 

The commonwealth movement which 
gained considerable popularity in spring 
and was regarded by many enterprising 
standard acts as their solution to the 
problem of scarcity of circuit time, has 
flopped once more. The viciousness of 
indie house operators and bookers was 
too much for most co-op units, which 
were run by honest performers. 

In playing indie dates, co-op units 
found that they had to take most of the 
chances. They were often lied to about 
the average gross of the house or were 


given percentages so low that they could 


not even squeeze railroad fares out of the 
date. In cases they were required to pay 
the cost of the orchestra before they 
could take their percentage out. Rarely 
were the units lucky enough to get guar- 
antees or straight salaries. 

Co-op units booked into houses that 
had tried every shoestring policy from 
sex films to dramatic stock or burlesque 
would be faced with the problem of 
rolling up a considerable gross in a dis- 
reputable theater and without the benefit 
of exploitation. Booked for a split or 
full week, the units would complete their 
date just as the neighborhood was getting 
warmed up on the show. 

Complicating matters were the gyp 
operators and indie bookers. An actor- 
producer just back from a wildcatting 
tour said his show was horrified to learn 
that the operator of the house they were 
playing was the leading racketeer of the 
city. Indie bookers, too, made it tough 
for the commonwealth shows. They 
would book dates at unauthorized 
salaries or percentage agreements and 
then intimidate or fool the units into 
playing them. Shows were also induced 
into playing dates at a loss on the vague 
and unfilled promises of good dates to 
follow. 

Flanked on all sides by gyps who are 
taking advantage of the increasing de- 
mand for “flesh,” the commonwealth unit 
promcters are giving up the struggle, 
temporarily at least to make a living out- 
side the circuits. 


Loew Enjoins Union 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Loew won an 
injunction in the Supreme Court of 
Brooklyn last week restraining the Em- 
pire State Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union, Inc., from picketing Loew’s Val- 
encia, Jamaica.

Set for - Race 


All lining up houses with 
Fisher in lead—Dows and 
Sherman are next 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—With 
the indi+ bookers all set for a big 
season and fighting tooth and nail 
to line up a big list of houses for 
fall, it appears that Arthur Fisher 
is forging ahead, with the Dows 
and Eddie Sherman close.behind. 
Others active in whipping next 
season’s lineup into shape are 
Harry Carlin, Sam Bernstein and 
Jack Linder. Indie bookers are secretive 
about next season’s prospects and are 
not making any announcements until 
contracts are signed and their first bill 
actually opens. This is due to the cut- 
throat methods of the bookers in swip- 
ing houses from each other by rosy 
promises to house operators, 

With all indications pointing to an 
increasing demand for “flesh” and the 
indie houses turning to vaude as relief 
from double features, the indie bookers 
are out to take advantage of the situa- 
tion. They are doubly encouraged by the 
little competition that major circuits are 
giving them in going after the so-called 
family time. When approached by re- 
porter for The Billboard, indie bookers 
invariably say “I can’t tell you just now 
how many houses I am lining up, but in 
a couple of weeks I will announce a 
lineup that will surprise everybody on 
Broadway.” 

Fisher announced the landing of three 
more houses this week. Beginning Sep- 
tember 3, he will book the Carlton, 
Jamaica, which has been a legit house 
and is operated by Dave Weinstock. 
House will use five acts on a split, with 
Thursday and Sunday openings. He will 
also book the Cort, Summerville, N. J., 
beginning Labor Day. It is now a straight 
filmer, and will play four acts Friday 
and Saturdays. 

The Strand, New Britain, Conn., will 
go on Fisher’s books this Thursday and 
will use five acts Thursday to Saturday. 
It is one of a group of four Warner 
houses that are slated to be booked by 
Fisher. The other three are expected to 
go vaudefilms soon. They are the Capi- 
tol, Ansonia; Alhambra, Torrington, and 
Capitol, Waterbury, all in Connecticut. 

Two other bookers are dark horses for 
top honors among the indies, Abe Fein- 
berg and Joe Sullivan. Feinberg says he 
is working on a circuit of 12 houses, 
while the Sullivan office, which opens 
today, is said to have lined up a big 


circuit concentrated around Chicago and 
in New England.

In Act Complaint 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—The Joint Com- 
plaint Bureau has upheld Fanchon & 
Marco in its case against Jerry Coe which 
involved the cancellation of his contract 
and the circuit’s demand for the mone- 
tary balance of the binder. The Bureau 
agreed with F. & M. that Coe violated his 
contract by not obeying instructions 
during his engagement in the Love Let- 
ters Idea, and as a result it was entitled 
to receive a cash settlement for the twd 
weeks still existing in the contract. 

However, Major J. O. Donovan, VMA’s 
arbitrator, has- asked that FP. & M. be 
lenient and waive its rights for collect- 
ing from Coe the amount equivalent to 
the two weeks. Investigation of the case 
revealed that there probably was some 
friction between Coe and the Love Let- 
ters company manager which caused the 
former to refuse to take bows as ordered 
as well as appear in the finale of the 
unit.

The flesh portion of the show 
runs 1 hour and 45 minutes, while an 
intervening period runs a 45-minute 
newsreel and short subjects. 


House is attractively arranged as to 
the lobby, which is alive with snappy 
bright layouts, while the marquee does 
a nifty in the way of a fancy wiggling 
electric sign. Al Golden produced the 
book end of the show, while Howard 
Evans did the chorus and musicals. 


Principals are Al Golden, straight; 
Happy Hyatt, eccentric; Bert Carr, Hebe 
comic; Lew Devine, Dutch comic; Arthur 
Putnam, character straight; Charlie Har- 
ris, juvenile; Billy Green, eccentric:

Theater Business Up a Bit 
As Heavy Heat Eases Off 


Best week of summer for 12 remaining shows—*‘Green 
Pastures” plays mid-week matinee to 38 standees— 
revues all do well and several sellouts are recorded 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—With rain early in the week and the 
consequent cooling off of New York’s overheated crowds, show 
busiress zoomed up to a new high for the summer. All the musicals 
(including the stock company at the Palace) sold out for at léast 
a few performances, and turks that were hanging on for life showed 


a tidy profit. Helping the cool 
weather was the small number of 
shows on the boards—people who 
went to the theater at all during 
the winter having just a couple of 
comparatively new ones to pick from— 
and an influx of out-of-town visitors. 

Probably the most startling business 
was done by the venerable Green Pas- 
tures, now in its 77th week at the Mans- 
field, and announced definitely to close 
on the 29th before a Labor Day opening 
in Chicago. It had been hanging on 
Nicely all thru its second beach-and- 
blister wave, but with its closing an- 
nouncement and the coincidental spurt 
in general business, it did surprising 
things. All evening performances are far 
above previous weeks, and the mid-week 
matinee sold out and played to 38 
standees. 

The Follies, which has been practically 
washing clean anyhow, sold out solid, 
and The Band Wagon, which has been 
going a bit under capacity since its 
opening spurt. hit the roof again for 
the majority of performances. 

Shoot the Works, Heywood Broun’s 
co-op publicity stunt at the Cohan, 
which has been paying principals just 
about enough to keep them, around, will 
pay them more than that tonight. The 
first four performances of the week 
showed about as much as the entire pre- 
vious week. 

It’s nothing unusual for Milton 
Aborn’s Gilbert & Sullivan rep. at Er- 
langer’s to sell out, but former leaders 
like Grand Hotel, Once in a Lifetime 
and Private Lives picked up considerably. 
In latter two cases it was needed. 

Probably the most successful show in 
town just now, however, is the stock 
company at the Palace. The vaudeville 
department has told you about that. 


Civic Light Opera Hub Start 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Milton Aborn’s 
Civic Light Opera Company (Gilbert and 
Sullivan section) is due to hit Boston 
September 21 after original road date in 
Atlantic City. It will play at the Co- 
lonial for four weeks, giving The Mikado 
and Pinafore.

Undesirable Shoestringers 


Can Whangle Way Around 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Equity’s un- 
desirable list, which lines up managers 
who owe dough to actors on claims, sal- 
aries and whatnot, is sword over man- 
egerial topknots, for no actor can sign 
up with a producer on the slate. All 
production is thus automatically stopped 
or, if the guy goes ahead anyhow, 
stopped by Equity representatives. It 
keeps the producers—and the fly-by- 
nights especially—in line as far as pay- 
ments are concerned. Occasionally one 
who shows good faith can make arrange- 
ments to pay off back debts in install- 
ments from profits of next show, but 
there are other ways of getting away 
from the listing in Equity’s front room— 
Ways not sanctioned by Equity. 

It’s thought—tho it can’t be proved— 
that the following method has already 
been used by some of the boys who 
bounce checks as a pastime. It’s simple 
enough, consisting merely in inccrporat- 
ing for the production of the show fol- 
lowing the undesirable listing. It’s true 
that no corporation can produce if it 


includes a financially sharing member 
who's on the list. But that can be 
avoided. 

Fly-by-nighter can get a friend—if he 
has a friend—to go into corporation 
under his own name and collect the 
manager's profits for him. Friend usually 
insists on a split, but it’s slight because 
job consists of nothing but lending 
Name to corporation. Shoestringer does 
all of actual work. 

Or, €arrying it even further, listed 
gent can go into corporation himself 
under assumed name, or use a com- 
pletely dummy name to take his place 
among the profit sharers. It’s an almost 
foolproof method, for Equity must have 
proof of past delinquency in order to 
stop a show, and what proof can they 
get when articles of incorporation, drawn 
vp in due form and not including name 
of odoriferous producer, are shown to 
them? 

Equity has ordered that all contracts 
signed by members with corporations 
must be submitted for approval first. 


LNYT Road, 
Plan Shortly 


Committee meeting Mon- 
day — transfer-teamster 
agreement up 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—With 
the press agents incorporating 
amid cheers, the League of New 
York Theaters is still working on 
its own plan to revive the road. 
slowly and, it’s to be hoped, sure- 
ly. The Labor subcommittee of 
the League road-return drive met 
Monday and discussed various 
difficulties, and on the coming 
Monday there’s to be a meeting of the 
full committee, at which it is hoped that 
the completed plan will be presented, 
altho it’s felt that final announcements 
and preparations for the routing and 
sending out of the League’s “wheel” 
shows will wait until the week after. 

League’s main problem and work is on 
the financial angle of road tours just 
now, and much unannounced work is 
being done. Negotiations are still on 
with the stagehands for an improvement 
in working conditions, the League, among 
other things, fighting to pay only those 
men who work. Under present rulings in 
many of the locals, men are paid for tak. 
ing pleasant backstage vacations. It is 
felt that the cutting out of this prac- 
tice and the consequent reduction in 
costs of tours will eventually put more 
shows on the road and thus provide more 
work for the locals. As things stand, 
most of the vacationing men don’t get 
paid at all, because no shows come to 
their towns. 

One of main items of discussion at 
Labor subcommittee meeting was forth- 
coming renewal of yearly agreement be- 
tween the transfer men and teamsters’ 
union. Managers have nothing official 
to do with agreement, but it vitally af- 
fects their interests, and especially on 
road. Whatever burdens might be im- 
posed as a result of the renewal would 
naturally add to transportation costs of 
tours. League would like to see changes 
favoring chances of road companies. 

Organization is insistent, however, that 
it is seeking no reduction whatsoever in 
standard of labor wages, but it thinks 
this is the proper time to improve condi- 
tions that are unfair and a burden to 
the industry. 


More Casting for “Devil” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15. — As reported 
here two weeks ago, Oscar Shaw will 
have lead in Shuberts’ musicalized ver- 
sion of last season’s Up Pops the Devil. 
Show, which had been known as Kissable 
Girl, has been switched again, now being 
Hancocked Everybody’s Welcome. Frances 
Williams and Ann Pennington have been 
added to cast. Tentatively set for open- 
ing September 28. 


“Crichton” Books TPROA Dates 


NFW YORK, Aug. 15.—George Tyler will 
send his revival of Barrie’s The Admirable 
Crichton, with Walter Hampden, Fay 
Bainter and the all-star cast, on a 16- 
week tour, starting September 28. Opens 
in Reading, Pa., on that date, and goes 
thru as far as Nebraska. Tyler is using 
TPROA guaranteed play stamp, and will 
play some of the one-nighters lined up 
by organization in its “Save Our Stage~ 
drive. 
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T WAS Charles Collins, of The Chicago 


Tribune, who, in an article that 

showed no signs of joy profound over 
the coming of the newest Shaw play, 
gave Wilella Waldorf, of The New York 
Post, the immediate basis for some notes 
on the startling present growth of the 
Fed-Up-With-Shaw Club. It’s altogether 
true that the organization seems just 
now to be swelling almost as large as 
the ego of its patron devil. Miss Waldorf 
saw signs in such matters as the protest 
from Boston Theater Guild subscribers 
when the Guild contemplated a Shaw 
revival as the final offering for last sea- 
son, and the whole-hearted absence of 
interest in the Guild’s announcement 
thet the bewhiskered Bernard’s Too 
Good To Be True (or Too True To Be 
Good) would be on the coming list. Miss 
Waldorf saw signs, and the signs are 
there to see. 

For Shaw is undoubtedly losing 
ground, and there are those of us per- 
verse enough to shout “Praise be to 
Allah!" The Fed-Up-With-Shaw Club is 
growing, and right here and now this 
department wants to enter its plea to 
be regarded as almost a charter member. 
For as long as eight years ago your 
scribe raised a voice in the wilderness 
(a small and very young voice, it’s true, 
in a large and completely muffling wil- 
derness) ‘crying against the platitudes 
and cheap pyrotechnics of the modern 
Saint Bernard. And that same voice is 
still crying, tho now it seems to be an 
item in a cathedral choir. 


It’s not strange that the club is grow- 
ing. For Shaw is and always has been 
essentially a dramatist of the moment. 
He treated of and he argued about spe- 
cific matters. He confused the theater 
with the debate, and he turned the 
drama into a form of soap-box oratory. 
For one of such great repute (even tho 
a charlatan) he singularly failed to 
touch upon the well-springs of human 
nature and behavior. He popularized 
the intellectual fads of a day, and that 
day is passing. 

Shaw has been called profound, and 
his profundity, like much else connected 
with him, is a creation of his public 
rather than an attribute of himself. It 
is caused by the fact that Shaw, a dram- 
atist of the moment, kept just a step 
ahead of that moment as far as the 
public-at-large was concerned. The pub- 
lic, as always, lagged about two paces 
behind its outstanding men, and Shaw 
occupied and made his own a position 
midway between the two. His entire 
function lies not advancing new ideas 
of his own, but in popularizing the new 
ideas of others. Thruout his entire 
career he has taken the theorles—even 
the very thoughts—of the truly ad- 
vanced thinkers and has put them into 
popular form. He has brought nothing 
of his own to the discussions with which 
he eternally encumbers the stage. 


The general public, which has never 
heard of those thoughts before and 
which certainly would have waited years 
io encounter them in their original 
form, flocks to hear them when they’re 
disguised in Shaw's putty noses and 
crimson pantaloons. They think the 
thoughts are his, and they steadfastly 
consider him a profound, advanced and 
somewhat incomprehensible thinker. 
They may hate him, but they have a 
totally misguided respect for him. Actu- 
ally, all that he’s done is to take the 
ideas generally accepted already among 
intelligent people and cheapen them by 
putting them into his slapstick or start- 
ling popular forms. He has performed 
the function of an intellectual Eddie 
Guest. 


So much for Shaw and the great mass 
of theatergoers. It’s from another quar- 
ter that the loudest and most obnoxious 
manifestations of the Shaw cult. come. 
They emanate from those people who 
are just near enough to actual intelli- 


gence to be called the intelligentsia; 
whose pretention, with which they clothe 
their ready-made ideas, makes their 
stupidity far more glaring and more 
contemptible than the frank disinter- 
estedness of the masses. They’ve imbibed 
the theories that Shaw also has imbibed, 
and, not understanding them, they put 
them forth with a self-consciousness all 
the more profound. Then, when Shaw 
Says on the stage what they've said in 
the library (or the bedroom) they nod, 
smile smugly and shout. “That's just 
exactly what I told you last Thursday! 
Isn’t Shaw magnificent!” Their little 
brains, hanging on to tags, totally fail 
to see the intellectual platitude and the 
cheapness. 

But there are some who have always 
regarded the hirsute sage as a tasteless 
and often vulgar clown, cashing in on 
boobstartlers about a third of which are 
platitudinous, a third far better said by 
their original authors and a third ob- 
viously and sophomorically untrue. They 
have for him, not the hate of the gedly, 
but something much akin to contempt. 
They have seen him collect his glory by 
turning ideas into dramatic slapsticks 
and by exercising his huge sense of self- 
ballyhoo. He is—and this no one can 
deny—the greatest, tho the most blatant, 
personal press agent now living. 


But things are changing; Shaw is no 
longer keeping abreast of the times. 
From a pace ahead of the average thea- 
tergoer he has dropped to a pace behind. 
His old plays are dated—witness the re- 
vival of Getting Married at the Guild 
last spring—and his new ones are slow- 
ing down. Which may explain why the 
Fed-Up-With-Shaw Club, even in Boston, 
is growing. 

It’s the usual fate of a dramatist of 
the day, after his day is done. 


Chicago Civie’s Long Tour 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15. — Chicago Civic 
Shakespeare Society, which, during com- 
ing season, will supplement Fritz Leiber’s 
acting with that of Helen Menken, Wil- 
liam Faversham, Tyrone Power, Pedro de 
Cordoba and others, starts its tour early 
in October with a tryout in Milwaukee. 
Opens here October 19 and then hits out 
on extensive route, including all larger 
cities down to New Orleans. Swings back 
to Philadelphia and New York, and then 
combs New England. Rehearsals start 
September 18, with George Vivian direct- 
ing. ‘ 


Meller! 


From Media, Pa., comes word 
that the meller on the stage of the 
Hedgerow Theater couldn’t come 
anywhere near touching the meller 
in the box office, altho it managed 
to help it along. “The Solitaire 
Man” was playing there Wednes- 
day, and in the course of the action 
as called for by the script some 
crooks on the stage started shoot- 
ing, and all lights were doused. As 
they went out, three other crooks 
stepped up to the b.-o. window and 
walked off with the take for the 
night. By the time the stage crooks 
got the lights on again the others 
were in their car and away. Cops 
called in on the case stayed to see 
the rest of the show. 


Cincinnati Looks Good 


Nelson Trowbridge, general manager at 
Cincinnati for the Shubert and Cox the- 
aters, the latter the home of dramatic 
stock, was in Cincinnati for a brief visit 
last week.

Television Is 


Still Far Off 


Felix says several years are 
needed yet—Brown tries 
out play over air 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Tele- 
vision is in again this week with 
a couple of conflicting statements 
about its progress. While Edgar 
H. Felix, consultant of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission, published 
his cautious “Television, Its 
Methods and Uses,” Chamberlain 
Brown was broadcasting the com- 
plete performance of a play writ- 
ten by himself which he intends later 
to bring to the city as a regular produc- 
tion, He claims that the television per- 
formance will take the place of a try- 
out tour. It certainly took the place of 
a lot of preliminary advertising. 

Felix, in his complete survey of the 
television field, claims that the public 
can’t expect much for several years yet. 
Altho great strides have been taken al- 
ready, many radical improvements are 
still needed before telly can become 
scientifically accurate or an effective ad- 
vertisirng and entertainment medium. 
Felix lists the main things which, to-his 
mind, must be perfected before television 
can come. They include electrical trans. 
mission of audible frequencies, vacuum ~ 
tube amplifiers, motion picture projece 
tion and photoelectric tubes. 

Meanwhile, the Freed Television and 
Radio outfit is trying to determine the 
precise present effectiveness of television. 
They are planting receiving sets all over 
metropolitan district, including several 
in financial area, one in Chanin Build- 
ing, one in Capitol Theater and in 
various of the suburbs such as Mount 
Vernon, Great Neck, Douglaston and 
White Plains. Accurate reports of re- 
ception at these various points will be 
made and compiled and, in addition, still 
shots of the reception at all hours of 
day and night will be taken, so that 
there can be a permanent record of 
present state of reception. :

As Rose Maybud, the di- 
rect ancestor of America’s Emily Post, 
she is completely captivating, singing 
ably and clearly in a sweet and well- 
handled voice, acting adorably and catch- 
ing the Gilbert spirit in a thoroly fine 
performance. 

She stands out in a production in 
which standing out is none too easy, for 
it boasts the best individual perform- 
ances of the entire series. Frank Moulan, 
reliable as ever; William Danforth, back 
to his best form; Craig Campbell, who 
sang the same part in the last Ruddigore 
revival; Herbert Waterous, as capable an 
artist as you could find, and Ann Carey, 
a newcomer who scored a tremendous 
smash, all contribute performances that 
should be show-stops in any ordinary 
production. It’s a grand revival in every 
way. 

Ruddigore (Gilbert wanted it to be 
Ruddygore, in spite of the sensibilities 
of his English audiences) isn't the best 
of the Savoy series, but it isn’t the worst, 
either. And the production that Aborn’s 
given it rates it right along with the 
leaders. In the quaint old fisher-villagé 
of Rederring, Gilbert sets out. to satirize 
the thud and blunder mellers that, in 
his day, made use of ruined castles, 
witches’ curses and insoOmnia-affiicted 
ghosts, even as they do to a lesser extent 
today.

An all-technicolor production with an 
ordinary story amateurishly handled. 
Cast includes Mary Brian, Geoffrey Kerr, 
Joseph Cawthorn, Marie Prevost and 
Johnny Hines. Direction is by William 
J. Craft. Flaws in the picture are not 
due so much to cast or direction as to 
story by Zandah Owens, which is ordi- 
Nary, unconvincing and threaded out to 
make a full-length picture when it 
hardly had enough material for a two- 
reel comedy. 

Mary Brian and Geoffrey Kerr make a 
pleasing ingenue and juvenile, respec- 
tively. Marie Prevost comes in for a few 
laughs, while Joseph Cawthorn gets away 
with another good German dialect char- 
acterization. For the first time he has 
a role that gives him an opportunity to 
play straight. Johnny Hines comes back 
to the full-length pictures in a small 
role. He does well.

ment. This one, however, is interesting 
and proves instructive and educational 
as well. In fact, it is more like a tour 
of the .new Russia, with a lecturer ex- 
plaining the various scenes, While Soviet 
propaganda is launched every so often 
during the unreeling, it is not flaunted 
as flagrantly as in the other Soviet films. 
Of course, there are pictures of the lead- 
ers of the new government. The one of 
Stalin received a tremendous hand when 
flashed on the screen. 

Picture starts with a tour of Russia. 
We see what work Russia is doing with 
her new granaries, electric plants and 
dams, the one now being constructed to 
be the largest in the world. Also inter- 
urban lines that have been developed and 
that come in for advancement as one of 
the chief projects of the Five-Year Plan. 

An interesting feature is the unloading 
of American products in Russia, such as 
Ford tractors and other pieces of machin- 
ery that the Russians have just learned 
to use. Picture has a certain interest 
for those following the Communistic 
idea, or for those interested in world 
events. Outside of that clientele it has 
no appeal. ‘ 


“Men Women Marry” 
(HEADLINE PICTURES) 

At Loew's New York 
Producer’s footage, 6,210. Time, 69 
minutes. 

(Release date, July 15). 

Just one of those things, with a story 
that is infantile in its construction, 
juvenile in its dialog and laughable in 

its dramatization. 

This one was shown as part of a double 
feature program, and could not hold its 
own even as the weak sister of such a 
run. Players lack spontaneity, but they 
are to be congratulated that they man- 
aged to get any idea of characterization 
into their roles, considering the manner 
in which they were drawn. The picture, 
no doubt, was intended for heavy drama, 
but the situations at the end are almost 
ludicrous’ Before that time they are 
slow moving, stilted and stereotyped. 

Kenneth Harlan, Sally Blane, Loretta 
Young, Natalie Moorehead, Crauford 
Kent and a newcomer, Randolph Scott, 
have the leading roles. It is almost un- 
fair to offer a criticism of the players, 
considering the material. Direction of 
Charles Hutchinson is no better than 
the story. 

Story tells of a newly married couple 
from Montgomery, Ala.. who come to 
New York to live. Husband takes a 
handsome apartment next door to 
another couple, the wife of the other 
couple being from the South and a 
friend of the newly married couple. Sally 
Blane and Randolph Scott play the 
youngsters, with Natalie Moorehead and 
Kenneth Harlan as the other couple. 
Miss Moorehead is cheating on friend 
husband, and takes the young married 
woman under her wing. She weakly fol- 
lows the older woman’s lead until she 
gets herself into a peck of trouble. An 
elderly gentleman has fallen for her and 
presents her with a diamond bracelet. It 
develops this man is her husband's em- 
ployer, but, of course, the story, even tho 
she has been running around with him 
for months, would not permit her to 
recognize him by name. Harlan has 
gotten suspicious of his wife, and sus- 
pects the young man’s boss. Miss Blane 
goes to the gentleman’s apartment to 
return the bracelet. While there a knock 
comes on the door and she hides in the 
bedroom. The boss is shot, and the young 
wife sneaks out the back door, believing 
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her husband did the shooting. She re- 
turns home, where she meets the other 
woman and her own husband, just as 
Harlan returns and tells them he has 
killed the boss. Harlan’s wife tells him 
she is thru with him, and he takes a 
shot at her. But it develops the boss has 
only a flesh wound, and Miss Mocrehead 
was not shot at all, but fainted from 
fright. The young husband tells his 
own wife that the elder couple are up- 
stairs, billing and cooing, even tho friend 
husband did try to end his wife's life 
with a bullet. So what's all the shoot- 
ing for? 


“The Miracle Woman” 
(COLUMBIA) 
At the Mayfair 
Producer's footage, 7,210. Time, 80 
minutes. 
(Release date, July 20) 

As long as Columbia can turn out such 
interestirfgly told stories as this one, the 
newest member of the Hays organization 
will have nothing to worry about. No 
doubt the character of Aimee Semple 
McPherson, the country’s most noted 
woman evangelist, gave Joe Swerling the 
idea for the plot. He has turned out a 
cracking good story with plenty of hu- 
man interest, a bit of pathos, a few 
tirades at smug religious hypocrites and 
several nice touches of comedy. The 
opening scene is so tremendously dra- 
matic and so well played that it was 
difficult to see how the author could 
keep up the pace set by that scene in 
the later sequences. But he has done a 
Nice job thruout. 

Then, too, give Frank Capra, the di- 
rector, a halfway plausible story and he 
will turn out a fast-moving vehicle. He 
has done this with this one, getting in 
some excellent touches thruout. For 
those who like a good story with 
romance, action and thrill there is plenty 
in this one. 

Barbara Stanwyck appears in the name 
part and Miss Stanwyck has never had a 
vehicle that suited her personality bet- 
ter than this one. David Manners makes 
an admirable hero. Sam Hardy, always 
counted on for a good performance, over- 
steps himself in the smart role of the 
heavy, while Beryl Mercer is just as 
lovable as ever as a lovable old lady. 

Story starts in a small town, where a 
congregation sits in their church pews 
awaiting the final sermon of the 
preacher who has beeh with them for 20 
years. The man has been dismissed to 
make room for a younger leader. As 
the congregation sits the minister’s 
daughter enters and starts to read his 
final and uncompleted sermon, the old 
minister having “died in her arms a few 
minutes before. She turns on them and 
their hypocrisy, denouncing them as 
cheaters, and they flee*from the church. 


A wise guy (Sam Hardy) who hails 
from the city heard the denunciation 
and sees in her a great evangelist. But 
he is only after the shekels and soon he 
has her seeing things his way, for she 
has seen sO much hypocrisy in her fa- 
ther’s church that she becomes a party 
to his idea. While she preaches faith 
standing in a lion’s den she is laughing 
up her sleeve. 

A young chap (David Manners), blind- 
ed during the war, is about to commit 
suicide when he hears the evangelist 
speak over the radio and decides to go 
and hear her. His landiady takes him 
and when she calls for someone to p 
into the lion’s cage with her and show 
faith he responds. He treats the matter 
lightly, but soon she has fallen in love 
with him and he with her. The slick 
manager, however, opposes the idea, 
wanting the girl himself and threatens 
to expose her, saying that she has em- 
bezzled funds that she collected by not 
building a tabernacle she promised. At 
her farewell wieeting she confesses all 
to her audience. The manager in trying 
to put out the lights to keep her quiet 
knocks over a flood lamp. causing an 
electric spark that sets the flimsy 


draperies in the building afire. The 
girl is left alone in the burning taber- 
nacle to be rescued by the blind youth. 
At the finish we see her as one of the 
ranks of the Salvation Army, with a 
sweetheart’s message from the boy. 


“Bad Girl’ 
(FOX MOVIETONE) | 
At the Rozy 
Producer’s footage, 8,046. Time, 90 
minutes. 
(Release date, September 13) 

One of the best pictures that has come 
from the Fox studios in the last few 
months. This story, based on Vina Del- 
mar’s novel of the same name that was 
made into a play last year by the author 
and Brian Marlowe, has been meticu- 
lously directed by Frank Borzage. Ex- 
cellently played by a cast that includes 
James Dunn, Sally Eilers and Minna 
Gombell, all three of whom literally 
shine thruout the picture. 

This is purely a story for mature audi- 
ences. It has numerous delicate situa- 
ticns that are marvelously handled. 
Frank Borzage in his direction has 
found the old cunning that made his 
silent picture Seventh Heaven such a 
world beater. Here he practically bests 
his best efforts. He has managed to get 
realism and humanness in the picture 
with a finesse that is almost astounding. 
Little touches here and there are ex- 
cellently presented and build towards 
a thoroly regular and smooth- “running 
film story. 

James Dunn, a newcomer, would step 
away with all honors were it not for the 
fact that Sally Eilers has found herself 
in talking films in this production. 
Dunn is as near perfect in his char- 
acterization as an actor could be. Sally 
Filers is superb, and it is no wonder 
Fox, is planning great things for her 
after her work in this story. Minna 
Gombell is marvelously cast in the third 
leading role. 

There is something reminiscent about 
The Crowd in this production. It seems 
as if the three leading characters are 
but bits of flotsam on the great sea of 
life that flocds back and forth in a 
great city. The boy, tender hearted, try- 
ing to hide it under a pseudo hard- 
boiled attitude, meets the girl. In try- 
ing to present this attitude he is al- 
ways misunderstood. He and the girl 
make the great mistake, but the boy is 
ready and does marry her, idolizing her. 
He is saving to buy a radio shop, and 
just at the time that he has picked out 
the site the wife finds she is to become 
& mother. The money is needed to pre- 
pare for the birth of the child, but she 
hesitates to tell her husband, for it will 
break into his business plans and she 
fears he will hate the child. However, 
the boy is happy, but he cannot make 
her understand that he is glad to be a 
father. He tries every way possible to 
raise funds to take care of the situation, 
working overtime, fighting in amateur 
bouts and finally going to a famous 
physician to have him handle the case. 
This scene is beautifully done, and when 
the husband breaks down in the pres- 
ence of the great physician, just as an 
overgrown boy might do, it is heart 
touching. The child is born and the 
father gets an opportunity to show just 
how much he wanted it before the pic- 
ture fades on a happy ending. 


“Silence” 
(PARAMOUNT) 

At the Paramount 
Producer’s footage, 6,167. Time, 68 
minutes. 

(Release date, August 29) 

A number of years ago this Max 
Marcin play was produced on the Broad- 
way stage and proved one of the hits of 
that season. A year following it was 
produced by Cecil B. De Mille and di- 
rected by Rupert Julian for the silent 
screen with H. B. Warner and Vera 
Reynolds in the leading roles. It is 
now brought to the talking screen with 
Clive Brook and Peggy Shannon in the 
leading roles, supported by a cast that 
includes Marjorie Rambeau, John Wray, 
Willard Robertson and Charles Starrett. 

Brook seems sadly miscast in the role 
of the roustabout jailbird and carnival 
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hanger-on. While it is supposed to be 
an English cockney role, Brook permits 
too much of the gentleman to creep into 
his characterization, and as a result it 
lacks conviction. Miss Shannon is quite 
good in both the dual roles of mother 
and daughter, tho so far she has not 
created any furor in her screen appear- 
ances. The three truest and finest de- 
lineations in the film are offered by three 
oldtimers from. the legitimate stage—- 
Marjorie Rambeau, Willard Robertson 
and John Wray. 

The picture is the joint directorial 
effort of Louis Gasnier and the author, 
Max Marcin. For some reason this pic- 
ture does not hold the interest that 
pervaded the silent version or the stage 
play. There are lengthy stretches in 
which the action is slow: However, as 
a whole, it is good melodrama for the 
average movie audiences with a few tear- 
jerking situations. 

Story tells of Jim Warren (Brook), 
who is released‘ after a term in prison. 
He returns to the dive where he hung 
out to meet the girl he loves, a girl he 
has kept in ignorance of his prison con- 
finement, leading her to believe he has 
been in a hospital. She is about to 
become a mother, and Jim wants to do 
the right thing by her, but the lady who 
runs the dive (Marjorie Rambeau) has 
her eyes set for Jimvand inveigles him 
to marry her. Just as the ceremony is 
about to be performed, he refuses to go 
thru with the wedding to return to 
Norma, only to find she has married a 
straightforward man, who has loved her 
for years and visited the joint just to 
be near her. 

Years pass—20 of them—and the 
mother is now dead. The daughter has 
grown to young womanhood looking 
exactly like her mother, while the man 
who is known as her father is a success- 
ful newspaper editor fighting a shady 
group of politicians. The real father has 
drifted back to a carnival playing the 
tewn. He meets the girl and recognizes 
her as his child from her resemblance 
to her mother. A pickpocket pal of his 
is arrested for stealing the girl's purse, 
and he recognizes the editor as the man 
who used to hang around the dive in 
the old days. He goes to Jim and tells 
him that here is a chance to fall into 
some easy coin by blackmailing the man 
and Jim’s own daughter, who is about 
to be married into an influential family. 
The supposed father is forced to ‘confess 
everything to the girl before her real 
father. About that time the blackmailer 
arrives, and when he defames the mem- 
ory of the girl’s mother, the girl shoots 
him. The real father takes the blame, 
saying it is the only decent thing in life 
he has ever done. Friends and politi- 
cians try to force him to talk while the 
gallows is being built, but he refuses. 
Finally the girl comes forward and tells 
her story, and she and her father are 
freed. Her real father leaves-her to the 
man who has married her mother and 
reared her. 


“Sporting Blood” 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At the Capitol 
Producer’s footage, 7,534. Time, 84 

minutes. 4 
(Release date, August 8) 

A racing story with authentic scenes 
around some of the great racing stables 
and breeding farms in Kentucky, with 
the final scenes taken at Churchill Downs 
on Derby Day. For those interested in 
horsefiesh or the turf this one is a win- 
ner, tho its story is rather slow in un- 
folding, much of the time taken over to 
the correct placing of atmosphere. 


The screen play is billed as d biography 
compiled by Willard Mack; Charles 
Brabin, who also directed the picture, 
and Wanda Tuchok. It is based on an 
original story, titled Horeflesh, by Fred- 
erick Hazlett Brennan, that appeared in 
The Saturday Evening Post several 
months ago. The leading roles are played 
by Clark Gable, Madge Evans, Ernest 
Torrence, Lew Cody and Marie Prevost, 
with the two leading characters not mak- 
ing their appearance on the screen until 
the film is almost half over. 

In some ways the story is slightly 
reminiscent of Black Beauty, altho the 


characters do the talking here, where in 
the former story it was the equine telling 
her own story. There are moments in 
the film that are highly diverting and 
the shots in the final race are excellent, 
particularly the one in which the horse 
breaks his reins and takes his own way 
around the course, 

Several of the scenes are quite pathetic 
and the sequences showing the love of 
the Negro stable boy for the horse, the 
death of the mare as she falls in the 
mud giving birth to her colt, and the 
separation of the foster mother from the 
racing colt are particularly appealing. 
Charles Brabin did a nice piece of di- 
rectorial work on the film. 

Story deals with a young racing pony, 
Tommy Boy. He is sold to a race-track 
man, who in turn sells him to a rich 
man whose wife has insisted upon his 
purchase. The moment he loses the race 
she wants to get rid of him, so a rather 
unscrupulous race-track man _ secures 
him. He gets a gang of fricnds to back 
the horse, whom he has been doping. 
The horse loses, and the man, knowing 
his friends will believe he double-crossed 
them, prepares to flee. He is killed, how. 
ever, leaving the horse to his mistress.

DE LUXE SHOWS > 


Paramount, New York 


They seem to be cutting comedy acts 
from the stage shows of several of the 
big theaters lately. Here is another 
presentation that has no comedy offer- 
ing in its routine. This one is a Frank 
Cambria production titled A Day in the 
Alps and offers some good individual 
talent, but as a whole lacks the orig- 
inality of the usual Cambria production. 

A beautiful Swiss setting taking up 
the full stage is used thruout. Into 
this setting several nice ballets are of- 
fered by 24 David Bines girls. Jack 
Major does a nifty dance on shoe-skis 
which was received with such heavy 
applause that he was forced to encore.

flowers in her tangled locks, the bad 
baronet proves his villainy and the home- 
spun here comes thru, and, tho the in- 
vention creaks a bit at times as it never 
does in the other operas, it’s all most 
amusing. Sullivan contributed a de- 
lightful score, not quite his best, but 

certainly far from his worst. 

Ruddigore, however, has the hit num- 
ber of the entire series in It Really 
Doesn’t Matter, that insane patter song 
that is sung superlatively by Danforth, 
Moulan and Ann Carey. They had to 
give it three times on second night, and 
could only stop there by taking curtain 
calls that showed the audience they were 


thru. Otherwise this department, along 
with the rest of the enthusiastic looneys, 
might still be sitting in Erlanger’s, lis- 
tening to the number—and enjoying it. 

The cast, as the perspicuous reader has 
probably surmised, was splendid. In 
spite of the stand-out work of little Ethel 
Clark, however, it was Danforth who 
walked off with the show. When he’s 
good, he’s very, very good, and when he 
over-mugs he’s horrid. In this one he 
was more than merely very, very good; as 
the curse-discarding Sir Despard, he was 
the peak of all possible Gilbert and Sul- 
livan performing. Singing clearly again, 
and acting like nothing else under the 
sun, he could have carried the produc- 
tion single-handed. 


Moulan, in sipte of being woefully mis- 
cast as young Robin Oakapple, gave a 
generally fine performance. Miss Carey, 
who, as far as this department knows, is 
a newcomer, performed Mad Margaret 
to a fare-thee-well. A beautiful, rich 
contralto, a charming stage presence, 
clear diction and fine understanding 
sent her away with flying colors. Craig 
Campbell was a saltily sufficient Richard, 
and Sano Marco as Old Adam, Robin’s 
former faithful valley-de-sham, might 
have been all right if he could have been 
heard. 

Herbert Waterous turned fn the finest 
artistry of the lot when he thundered 
out The Ghosts’ High Noon and boomed 
gently in the lovely duet with Sarah Ed- 
wards. The male chorus was buried a bit 
under the mechanical gaiety of the 
blades and the heavily supernatural air 
of the specters, but this time the girls 
came thru. Their singing of the zany 
carol, Hail the Bridegroom! Hail the 
Bride!, was something to watch, and they 
formed an entertaining background all 
the way. 

Ruddigore is the eighth and last of 
Aborn’s Gilbert and Sullivan productions, 
the two weeks of The Mikado which are 
still to come being mierely a return en- 
gagement. It’s been a fine season, bring- 
ing back many of the Savoy masterpieces 
to people who sorely needed them, bring- 
ing them back at a two-buck top, and, 
with only one exception, bringing them 
back in competent and often excellent 
form. That the series filled an 
actual need is shown by the sell-out at- 
tendance all the way thru, and that it’s 
been effective is shown by the audience 
response. Even the Erlanger ushers are 
whistling the tunes as they ‘go up and 
down the aisles these days. Aborn, in 
spite of the fact that he’s cashed in 
handsomely for himself, deserves the 
thanks.of the public-at-large. And this 
department hereby takes the opportuni- 
ty of so thanking him.

Not Satisfied 


Chief criticism is against 
classification committee— 
members threaten to act 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Judg- 
ing by the complaints and criti- 
cisms directed almost daily at the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers, one is 
safe in assuming that the majority 
of the writing members are great- 
ly dissatisfied with the treatment 
they have been receiving and the 
way the self-perpetuating board 
of directors has been conducting mat- 
ters pertaining to the society. Some of 
these disgruntled song makers threaten 
to invade the society’s rooms some day 
in a body and air their grievances in 
plain English with a little revers®@ Eng- 
lish. 

Some of the boys are opposed to the 
present makeup of the classification 
committee, going so far as to say that 
the committee doesn’t function as it 
should, and that on some occasions the 
members of this committee who are ex- 
pected to look after the interest of the 
popular songwriters failed to attend the 
meeting. 

The disgruntled songwriters also main- 
tain that the practice of classifying a 
writer on three months’ activity is all 
wrong, and that any time a writer is 
fortunate enough to land a bona-fide hit 
he should be kept in the class to which 
the hit entitles him for a period of one 
year. 

Another argument the boys put up 
during their informal meetings is that 
once a writer makes a higher class and 
remains active he should not be dropped. 
They point out numerous cases of men 
who have written national hits since 
they have been in the society, and who 
now draw a mere pittance, a great deal 
less than some of the newcomers who 
haven't produced one-third of the 
veterans’ hits. 


These corner and piano-room debates 
are becoming hotter and more frequent, 
and unless the heads of the society pay 
a little more attention to these members 
and their complaints the organization 
will be confronted with some sort of: a 
rebellion on the part of these dissatisfied 
song makers. Some of the loudest 
squawks come from writers of current 
hits.

Next, the radio employees set about to 
sell the artists to their own firm, and if 
they fail in this attempt they try to 
sell them elsewhere. Several leaders say 
they are positive they were ousted out 
of jobs simply because they would not 
agree to permit certain birds employed 
by radio stations to manage and book 
them. This inside booking angle is 
spreading rapidly.

Wee the fall and winter season ap- 
proaching, managers of stocks now 

carrying on and managers planning 
new stock operations are naturally look- 
ing to the stock managers’ association 
for action of some sort toward remedy- 
ing conditions that have made the go- 
ing difficult for several seasons. For 
many months past the association has 
been seemingly dormant. Promoters 
and backers of prospective operations 
would welcome even a gesture of guid- 
ance before committing themselves to 
projects which involve substantial in- 
vestment of cash. 

. * * 

When the first annual convention was 
held at the Hotel Lincoln, New York, 
July 14-16, 1928, problems were discussed 
which have yet to be solved before the 
stock field can be made safe for the man 
who puts his money and brains into it. 
Conditions complained of in the con- 
vention have not been remedied, tho in 
remote instances thru the co-operation 
of stagehands the local situation was 
moderated. In such instances it was 
found possible to extend. the season. 
Few, if any, of these extensions resulted 
in profit to the manager and financial 
backer. 

* . - 

If many of the stock projects for the 
fall and winter season now in process 
of incubation are to be successful con- 
cessions from the stagehands are im- 
perative. Power of the local unions to 
deal with the stock managers is broader 
than ever, made so by the rulings of 
national officers in specific cases this 
year. Expansion of the ffeld of dramatic 
stock this coming season accordingly 
rests with the local unions. If they are 
willing to deal liberally with the man- 
agers many theaters will be opened, 
affording employment to a large number 
of men now idle. Persistence in de- 
manding wage scales that were fixed at 
a time when the whole country was 
prosperous must inevitably keep these 
theaters dark. 


+ . . 

It is up to the boys backstage to 
meet conditions as they exist and con- 
form with the hard times. Actors who 
have spent years perfecting themselves 
in their art long ago became reconciled 
to working for the smallest salaries they 
have accepted in many years. Insistence 
of the stagehands’ locais upon the -old 
scales and old conditions means con- 
tinuance of unemployment for a large 
army of the people of the theater and 
no work for the stagehands. 


FRED REETHS JR., manager of stock 
in and around Chicago, who operated 
his own show thru Wisconsin and later 
was associated with Eskell ‘Gifford and 
George Robertson for the last six years, is 
now with Warner Bros.’ Theaters as city 
manager in Sheboygan, Wis. He is man- 


aging the Sheboygan and Majestic Thea- 
ters there.

Henri has demonstrated that a contor- 
tionist can work more effectively in mid- 
air with proper equipment and that the 
weird and uncanny shapes and forms in- 
to which the performer contorts his 
limbs and body appear more difficult, 
dangerous and spectacular as he writhes 
and wriggles thru the mesh of ropes, a 
human spider. Henri wants it distinctly 
understood, however, that he is not the 
spider of Mother Goose fame who “sat 
down beside her and drove Miss Muffet 
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away.” Henri doesn’t drive "em away. 
He pulls ‘em in. 

BERRY: “I suppose you read in today’s 
papers about the big robbery on Main 
street, Emmett?” 

Miller: “Gays which?” 

Berry: “The big robbery. You don’t 
mean to admit that you don’t read the 
newspapers?” 

Miller: “I don’t read ‘em. Robberies 
don’t mean nothin’ to me, Mr. Berry. I 
can see a robbery every Saturday just by 
lookin’ at you drawin’ your salary.”

Equity, Agents at Peace 

Any rumors of dissension between the 
Actors’ Equity Association and the The- 
atrical Artists Representatives’ Associa- 
tion were dispelled by the friendly 
meeting between representatives of the 
two associations, held in the Hotel 
Astor, New York, Thursday afternoon, 
August 6. 

Discussion at that time was amicable, 
and there is small probability that the 
pleasant relations which have existed for 
more than a year will be disrupted. 

Meeting was addressed by Frank Gill- 
more, president; Paul Dullzell, executive 
secretary, and Emily Holt, associate 
counsel, and by Arthur Lyons, of Lyons 
& Lyons, who presided in the absence 
of Richard Pitman, president of the 


agents’ association, and by Julius 
Kendler, its executive secretary and 
counsel. * 


Permits issued by Equity to employ- 
ment agents and representatives expired 
June 1 and have not been renewed, the 
permits having been oarried on a tem- 
porary basis since that time. It is prob- 
able that there will be changes both in 
the permit forms and in the list of their 
holders before the permits are formally 
renewed. 


Where Is Zana Vaughn? 


Equity has received information that 
it will be to the interests of Zana 
Vaughn to communicate with James T. 
Williams, second officer of the steamship 
Malolo, in care of the British-American 
Trading Corporation, Bogota, Colombia. 

Equity understands that Williams rep- 
resents the vessel and the company in 
holding a sum of money which is due 
Miss Vaughn in settlement of a claim, of 
which she is the beneficiary. 


Cleveland Hotel Fight Won 


Equity has received word from the 
Hotel and Restaurant Employees and 
Beverage Dispensers’ International Alli- 
ance that after a fight with six of the 
leading hotel in the city, which had 
locked out its members for organizing, 9 
fight which had lasted for a year and 
eight days, a complete victory had been 
won, under which the employees had 
gone back to their jobs. 

The settlement was reached with the 
aid of the United States Department of 
Labor, whose representatives sat in at 
conferences between the negotiators from 
the Cleveland Hotel Men’s Association, 
the unions directly concerned and those 
of the musicians, engineers and firemen 
of Cleveland, which had been helping the 
restaurant workers. 

The six hotels originally involved 
were the Allerton, Hollenden, Statler, 
Cleveland, Winton and Olmstead. Some 
two months ago the Hollenden made a 
separate settlement with its workers 
under which they returned to work. 
Equity congratulates the unions whose 
members displayed such splendid stay- 
ing qualities and hopes that no further 
tests of those qualities will be required. 


New Tradition Replaces Old 


When David Belasco died it was under- 
stood that the Belasco name and the 
Belasco tradition had died with him. 
There was to be no attempt made to 
carry on the Belasco Theater or to make 
productions in his name. And the 
decision, understandable as it was, was 
regretted by none in the theater more 
than by Equity. For there is a paucity 
of trade-marked productions in the 
theater, and David Belasco’s was one of 
the finest. 

Now Equity is happy to hear that the 
theater itself has been taken over by 
Katharine Cornell, herself a member of 
Equity’s Council, and her husband, 
Guthrie McClintic, who will make that 
theater their headquarters for Katharine 
Cornell Productions, Inc., for at least 
two years. 

That seems to Equity to portend the 
founding of a new theatrical tradition in 
this old house, already so well and 
favorably known. For McClintic and 
Miss Cornell have established themselves 
as producers and appear to be deter- 
mined to maintain a high standard of 
production. 

David Belasco was unique and it is 
unlikely that the theater will ever pro- 
duce his counterpart. But it is a good 
thing for the theater to have new pro- 
ducers rising to prominence to establish 
their own trade-marks at the old stands. 

Equity extends its congratulations and 
best wishes for success to the new 
tenants of the Belasco Theater. 


Frank Lyon Draws Suspension 


Frank Lyon, member of the James 
Thatcher Stock Company in Springfield, 
Mass., has been suspended by Equity on 
charges of intoxication. He was unable 
to fill his duties with the company, it is 
alleged. 

The management preferred charges 
agaihst him to fhe Council of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, which were 
accompanied by a statement signed by 
members of the cast and a doctor’s 
certificate. Council ordered Lyon to 
submit a defense, and Lyon did so in a 
letter, which admitted the offense and 
asked for leniency. But the Council felt 
that the matter was a particularly grave 
one, inasmuch as Lyon had twice before 
been suspended and fined for similar 
offenses. 

And so, after considerable study of the 
matter, the Council suspended Lyon for 
18 months, from June 30, 1931, and 
fined him two weeks’ salary. 

This is severe punishment—Oone of the 
Most severe ever handed down by the 
Council. But Lyon, despite other warn- 
ings in the past, had committed an 
action which had jeopardized the em- 
ployment of a number of fellow members 
and had injured the theater in the 
opinion of many prospective patrons. 

During the pendency of this suspen- 
sion, and until Lyon has his suspension 
lifted,.no member of the Actors’ Equity 
Association or of the Chorus Equity 
Association may play with him or appear 
in any company with which he is 
connected

Two musical productions opened this 
week, one is in rehearsal, and there are 
several that will go into rehearsal within 
the next few weeks. While we have far 
less employment for our members than 
we had prior to 1929, our employment 
bureau is now busier than it has been 
in two seasons. 

Altho oyr employment bureau makes 
an effort to get in touch with members 
to notify them of calls, both by mail and 
by telephone, members who are out of 
work should call at the office daily. In 
Many instances we do not get calls in 
time to notify the membership other 
than those who call at the office. 
Further, members should always keep a 
correct address and a telephone number 
on file. Much time is wasted in the 
office in notifying persons who are no 
longer at the address given us. Not only 
dves the member with the incorrect 
address lose the engagement, but the 
Office loses time which might have been 
used in notifying members whose ad- 
dresses are correct. 

The Chorus Equity acrobatic classes 
will reopen August 17, following Mr. 
Morris’ vacation. Every member of 
Chorus Equity who is in New York 
should be registered in both the acro- 
batic and tap-dancing classes. Nowhere 
in the city can you get the instruction 
given at the Chorus Equity at the price 
charged—50 cents an hour. Scholarship 
fund always is available to members in 
good standing who are out of work and 
unable to pay for lessons. 

While present indications are that 
there will be more work for chorus peo- 


.ple this season than last, there will not 


be enough employment for all our mem- 
bers. Competition at calls is very keen. 
It is the member who has been inter- 
ested in his work and who has studied 
during the time of his unemployment 
who will obtain employment. 

‘Be ready for the new season by work- 
ing in the classes now. To insure every 
member of these classes of all the atten- 


.tion necessary the classes are limited 


as to the number of persons allowed in 
éach class. Therefore lessons must be 
booked in advance. 

Members applying for honorable with- 
drawal cards must be in good standing 
at the time of making application, the 
indebtedness cannot be held over until 
the member returns to the profession. 

Persons holding extension slips are 
entitled to the use of the employment 
agency. Many members have obtained 
work thru the agency on an extension 
slip and because that work has been out 
of our jurisdiction have not paid their 
accumulated dues. Certainly it would 
be unfair to allowesuch persons who 
have profited by the association’s em- 
ployment bureau an honorable with- 
drawal card without payment.

fect a new ordinance governing the 

operation of carnivals, circuses and 
other tent shows. This move was made as 
the result of complaints registered against 
certain alleged objectionable things found 
with some shows that exhibited there. 


The ordinance was not passed without 
first having a thoro investigation made of 
the situation. The judiciary committee and 
city attorney were intrusted with this work. 

City council then went to work and 
drafted the new ordinance, which, from all 
appearances, is a model one, provided mem- 
bers of council show no prejudice and will 
permit circuses, carnivals and other tent 
shows to operate on their merits. 

Hereafter shows of this nature wishing 
to plav within the city limits of Great Falls, 
or within three miles thereof, have fo apply 
in writing for and receive from the city 
council a special permit. If permit is granted 
council may impose upon permittee reason- 
able regulations, signed by the mayor, or in 
his absence, by the president of council. 
Regulation of shows is under police power, 
any irregularities reaching the ears of chief 
of police to be reported to the mayor, or 
president of council, who may suspend per- 
mit with final judgment to be made by 
council at regular or special meeting. Vio- 
lation means a fine of $300, or imprison- 
ment in iail not exceeding 90 days, or both. 
The North Montana Fair is exempted from 
the ordinance. 


Now, let’s contrast the action taken at 
Great Falls with the manner in which tent 
shows are handled in some other cities. 
When a cry goes up about an alleged ob- 
jectionable thing with a carnival, the first 
thought in the mind of city executives is to 
raise the license fee, or make it prohibitive. 
This is far from the solution of correcting 
evils. It is a reflection upon themselves 

* 


when such action is taken--a reflection up- 
on their ability to correct the so-called evils 
as they are going on instead of “locking the 
harn after the horse has been stolen.” Be- 
sides it is unfair to carnival people operating 
meritorious attractions. The root of car- 
nival evils is “right at home”-—something is 
wrong with the police power, but the entire 
blame is placed upon the shows and they 
have to suffer the burden of higher license 
fees, while the public suffers when the fees 
are made prohibitive. The public wants 
diversified amusement and should have it. 
And the sooner the practice of “fixing” on 
the part of “localites” is stopped, the sooner 
the evils that may exist will be wiped out. 


To us it appears that the new Great 
Falls ordinance, instead of calling for a 
higher license fee in an effort to get better 
shows, as a town in Indiana did recently, 
has the situation well in hand. One of the 
most important things tho, as we said above, 
is strict fairness on the part of the members 
of council. 


Average Actor Played Minor Role 
In Vaude Progress of Recent Years 


ROM the viewpoint of one returning to 

look at vaudeville after an absence of 

several years, it is obvious that the 
Paws made during this period is top- 
eavy on the side of what may be termed 
the capitalistic end of the industry. Com- 
paratively speaking, the performing end of 
the business has been content, whether 
working or laying off, to idly watch the 
march of progress and hardly lift a finger 
toward the improvement in general of 
their merchandise, or the modernization of 


selling their audience. 
* 


True, vaudeville to a great extent is 
founded on personalities. But how many 
of the great headliners rely solely on this 
commodity? Granted that Sophie Tucker, 
Fanny Brice, Lou Holtz, etc., are person- 
alities. Sophie merely sang songs. Yet 
every number was a miniature production 


- in itself; Fanny may get a laugh with the 


most minute little piece of business, but 
the backbone of the routine was the mar- 
velous material by Blanche Merrill; Holtz is 
not hopping out with his guitar and sing- 
ing “O Sole Mio.” He hung on to it for 
quite awhile, but everybody knows what he 
is doing now, and he branched out on his 
own initiative. Alice Lloyd and Eva Tan- 
guay are immediately associated in one’s 
mind with “Waiting at the Church” and 
“I Don’t Care.” They had material plus 
personality and selling force. 


We are not concerned however with 
headliners. They manage to take care of 
themselves and that’s why they are on top. 
It is the rank and file, the great majority 
who comprise the life of the industry; for 
they are in the relative position of the 
“weak,” while the headliners are the 
“strong,” with the inevitable result that the 
weak get weaker and the strong get 
stronger, which also may be paraphrased 
{nto salary terms. Thus it is. imperative 
that the average vaudeville act strengthen 
itself, or at least make the attempt. The 
circuits cannot live without the acts and 
vice versa. If the individual act dies then 
the circuit dies also, for it cannot live on a 
handful of headliners who are to a great ex- 
tent transient at best. They have to be 
recruited from the ranks and many an 
average vaudevillian is a potential head- 
liner, more so than many realize. 

No one expects that an act that has 
been laying off is in a position to jump to 


the front with costly material or expensive 
production. Even many acts that have been 
working can hardly afford it. It behooves 
the artist to devise ways and means as con- 
cerns himself, to constantly improve and 
get ahead, either by enlisting the aid of a 
producer or the,circuit’s first-aid stations. 
The latter are beginning to function in com- 
petent style. Whatever material is in hand 
can always be bettered, possibly no one be- 
ing better suited to do it than the act itself 
if it will only try. 

Why should an act settle down into a 
rut the moment it is assured of a season’s 
booking and be satisfied to plod along doing 
just that because the bookers passed. it as 
okeh? We never heard of a squawk when 
an act changed a bit of business or material 
for the better. Theater patrons who are 
neglecting to patronize vaudeville are con- 
vinced that there is nothing new in vaude- 
ville for the simple reason that so-and-so is 
still doing his such-and-such act, while 
those who have a new turn seem to present 
their stuff in the cut-and-dried fashion those 
things have been done for years. 


No single power can do more to bring 
vaudeville back strong than the rank and 
file of acts themselves. From all appear- 
ances the big circuits are ready to co- 
operate but this is about as far as they can 
go under present conditions. 


An Instance of the Old Methods 
Of Circus Advertising Springs Up 


OME years since it was a general prac- 

tice among circus préss representatives 

(By orders of their superiors, of course) 
to grossly exaggerate when describing their 
organizations in publicity and advertising 
matter. Not only that, some features not 
even with the shows were given pronlinence 
in newspaper publicity, on billboards, etc. 
Gradually such methods have been disap- 
pearing, and to the benefit of circuses 
in general. The public today is of the 
“Missouri” kind—you’ve got to show ‘em, 
and when you don't, knocking is brought 
into play. 

There still may be a few shows using 
the old tactics—in fact, an instance has just 
been brought to our attention. It happened 
in a North Carolina city. It is not very 
often that there is any particular hullabaloo 
raised over a matter of this kind by city 
authorities, or auspices under which a show 
exhibits, but court action was taken by the 
post of Veterans of Foreign Wars in the 
city concerned and the show fined $10 and 
costs for fraudulent advertising. 


The Veterans contended that the herds 
of elephants and camels which were ad- 
vertised were really nine elephants and six 
camels; that the world-heralded hippo- 
potamus was not present; that the adver- 
tised 1,000 people were not with the show, 
being really but about 200; that the 200 
trained horses mentioned in the advertise- 
ments were really 45 draft horses and 43 
ring horses; that the 300 animals advertised 
were really only 45, including 11 ponies and 
4 monkeys. 


The $10 fine is only a drop in the bucket, 
but what is most important is the local 
harm that has been done to the reputation 
of the show, not to overlook what effect 
this misleading advertising will have upon 
oon to play said North Carolina city 
ater 


No, it doesn’t pay to mislead the public 
in these days, and the sooner misleading 
advertising practices are abolished entirely, 
the better it will be for all concerned.

Lived Well on Showboats 
Editor The Billboard: 


It is not my desire to break into print 
or court publicity, but after reading the 
various articles on show-boat life some- 
how I feel like speaking right out loud 
in the meeting 

I have known Charlie Hunter for many 
years, and as I have worked with and 
for him, I must say I always found him 
to be a square shooter, and I am satis- 
fied what he says about the Adams boat 


is all to the good. Unfortunately, I 
have been on there, but the people 
that have been would not boost so read- 
ily, and those two old ‘birds, Jack John- 
scn and Pop Neal, would not stay on 
there for years if not satisfied. 

My experience on showboats has all 
been on the river, and I want to say 
my wife and I put in 176 pleasant and 
profitable weeks on two of the river 
boats. We did not work for $15 or $20 
for team and were never docked for any 
night we did not give a show, but, on 
the contrary, were always paid for an 
extra night when we gave a Sunday 
night show, and there were quite a few 
of the extras. Were never asked to dou- 
ble On mops, broom or paint brush; never 
was annoyed by children galloping past 
our stateroom and disturbing our sleep. 
Stateroom was clean, cool and comfort- 
able, and the wife cculd dress it up as 
much as she wanted to. As to the eats, 
ve always had plenty, three meals each 
day 

It is true we sometimes had to resort 
to canned food, but I never knew of 
anyyne contracting any gastronomical 
disturbances from its use. One season 
in Louisiana, from September until Feb- 
ruary, we had game on the table for each 
meal—quafl, squirrel, rabbit, ducks, 
geese, snipe, wild turkey and wild hog. 

During our stay on the river we saved 
enough to buy and pay for a home in 
cash. On holidays we always had the 
usual Christmas, Thanksgiving and New 
Year’s turkey with all the fixin’s. I can 
truthfully say I would gladly play it all 
over again if the opportunity were in 
sight. 

Where or what the starvation boats 
could be I can’t imagine, but I am for 
the showboats first, last and always, and 
anyone wanting more information on 
the subject just look me up. 

Potatoes? Sure we had potatoes— 
escalloped, French fried, German fried, 
shoestring, baked, boiled, etc., and en- 
joyed them. Anyone that can't eat po- 
tatoes should consult a specialist right 
now. 

At one time I was asked to put on a 
number and the ladies were asked to 
make the wardrobe. When salary day 
came each one was given a $5 pill for 
their services, and—oh, what’s the use? 
I could write for weeks in favor.of show- 
boats. _ BILL ROBINSON.

What’s What in Vaude 
Editor The Billboard: 


Referring to that well-discussed sub- 
ject, “What’s what in vaudeville,” may I 
submit the following unadulterated 
facts, in which I feel sure any fair and 
square-minded person will agree with 
me. Vaudeville can and will come back, 
but it will never reach its deserved 
position until the vaudeville actor is 
organized. 

In the first place, since every other 
branch of the show business is strongly 
organized, why not the backbone of the 
theater, the actor? 

There is only a small percentage of 
the good or standard performers left in 
the vaudeville field since that branch of 
the prcfession has gone to pieces and 
they were forced into other livelihoods, 
end it would take something worth while 
to bring them back. That is why most 
of the acts that are still in vaudeville 
are of inferior caliber. Conditions these 
days are no worse for them than they 
were in the “best” of days. 

There is no use in kidding ourselves 
about a return of silent picture, for 
talkies are here to stay. But the picture 
of any kind has ceased to be an enter- 
tainment in itself, and the public is de- 
Manding real variety vaudeville, not 
home talent, dancing-schodl actors, radio 
warblers or other amateurs. Vaudeville 
can be made to come back stronger than 
ever (aside from the fact that the actor 
needs an organization) if the agent and 
booker will only come to the conclusion 
that if an act makes good with an audi- 
ence, that is the act that should be 
booked or routed, regardless of what 
his own personal taste or opinion is. 

There are ever so many theaters that 
are ready to put back vaudeville, but the 
stagehands and their ridiculous demands 
upon the theater owners have kept them 


from dving so. This has not only been 
uniair to the already deplorable vaude- 
Ville ,situation, but has also added to 
their own long list of unemployed. Evi- 
dently, they don’t believe that “a half a 
loaf of tread is better than none.” 

I have no connection with the show 
business any mcre, but I am strongly in 
favor of an organization for and by the 
actor, to deal with the many deplorable 
and outrageous conditions existing in 
vaudeville and burlesque today, such as 
making actors broadcast over the radio 
gratis, when musicians and everyone else 
get paid; also making acts work for $1 
a day, which is not only going on on the 
Coast, but in most cities as well; also 
making acts give auditions gratis in sev- 
eral theaters with nothing but a lot of 
promises, and many, Many more injus- 
tices that only a strong organization 
can erase. This cannot be done by an 
organization such as the NVA. 

At the present time there is only one 
true friend to the vaudeville actor and

Lower Haulage Rates Due 
Fditor The Billboard: 


If the present move to institute higher 
(15 per cent increase) railroad rates goes 
thru it will not of necessity mean that 
such an increase will deter the hopes of 
reilroad showmen for a reduction of 
haulage rates by the carriers to circuses 
and carnivals. The privately owned 
train is so much easier to handle than 
regular freightage, that a substantial re- 
duction in present rates is actually owed 
to showmen. 

Carnival and cifcus moves must be 
prepaid, the road furnishes no cars ex- 
cept engine and caboose; the carrier does 
not have to wash and sand cars, as it 
does for cattle shipments; the carrier 
stands no repair expenses on cara the 
transportation is all one way, saving the 
line from moving back strings of empty 
cars at great expense as often occurs; 
the carrier does not baye, as it does with 
coal shipments, to send any empties back 
to the mines; the line takes no responsi- 
bility for safety of the privately owned 
train. All these efficiencies tend to give 
the showman something to use in his 
argument for reduced rates. 

This year there are about 230 privately 
owned circus cars in use. Next year, 
from present announcements, there will 
be way Over 300 circus cars in use. The 
carnival tgains bring the total up to, 
approximately, a conservative number of 
about 600. So it is worth the while of 
the railroads to seek to save,the business 
of moving 600 cars from March to No- 
vember and moving them under the 
labor-saving and expense-reducing con- 
ditions as enumerated above. 

With a reduction of rates by the rail- 
roads, there will be a move back to the 
rails for transporting the circus, a move 
which will help to keep it alive, as 
it lives in the hearts of Americans thru- 
out this country.

We at the Cascades pools in New York 
City run various swimming races every 
Friday and novelty races every Wednes- 
day and find just the contrary to pre- 
vail. We find quite an interest in the 
competition. However, of course, that 
doesn't say we're right. 

I'd just like to_add one more point 
which I failed to include in my recent 
article. By showmanship in swimming 
pools I do not mean that operators 
should run contests and let it go at 
that. Showmanship in running these 
meets has to be exercised. 

Rools should not run races over 220 
yards except on special occasions, for 
shorter races offer more thrills and do 
not tend to create monotony. Moreover, 
when running long meets an intermis- 
sion should be declared so that persons 
who are desirous of swimming can do s0. 

In this way I think everyone can be 
satisfied. I may be wrong. But that’s 
what I've found at the Cascades. I'd 
like very much to hear the opinions of 
other’ pool owners on this very important 
question: Does it pay to run races at 
pools?

Sunday 
July 26, was the first breathing spell 
the wild-animal circus had in 16 weeks 
of continuous playing, and one would 
judge that all members of the circus 
welcomed the open date.

After Bus- 
ter gets thru haling the lovelorn one’s 
infatuation turns positively cold. As 
first it is said that Buster bought no ice 
for the circus for a period of 10 days, as 
his icy remarks to the culprits, com- 
pletely chilled everything and everyone. 
And those 10 days helped the oculist’s 
trade considerably. Said eye-glass fitters 
really thought prosperity had returned 
at every stand. Cause was said “gals 
from Hollywood.” All Buster would let 
boys do was—gaze! This made it hard 
on the boys, but good on the “gals” 
and hard on the public. Now the public 
has eyestrain and fluttering hearts, and 
what good does it do ’em? The show is 
hundreds of miles away, and the Holly- 
wood beauties of the Barnes Circus are 
but @ Memory. 


It is not difficult for one to realize 
just why the Barnes Show functions so 
easily. Cronin was not slow to pick up 
the Ringling system of circus presenta- 


tion or organization. He has a wonder- 

ful lineup of bosses and staff executives. 

Here one beholds none other than Jake 

Posey, boss hostler of old Barnum show 

of 40-horse fame. Jake is still as spry 

as ever in spite of his 52 years of circus 

life, and his baggage stock is as good as 

One can find anywhere. Will there ever 

be another Jake Posey and his pal and 

friend, Tom Lynch, of Ringling-Barnum 

outfit? Them is boss hostlers! Each 

swears the other is the world’s greatest 

boss hostler. Then there is “Pull-House 

Red,” as great a character as circus 

business ever knew. “Pull-House” is 
assistant boss canvasman, and that is 

the assistant reason why the big top 

goes up and down on time. And the 

Great George Tipton, a sort of close sec- 

ond Allie Webb. George “feeds ‘em” 

and they like it! Also, “Iron Pipes” 

Charles Martin. Charlie “took the veil,” 

but someone tore it off after the third 

lemon soda, and Charlie retrieved it 
pronto. Charlie says Buster Cronin’s 
personality is so strong that he really 
sees Buster’s image in each and every 
bottle of lemon soda. And no micro- 
phones for “Iron Pipes.” He still claims 
that he can make his salary demand 
heard around the world and without use 
of a radio mike. Then there is Bill Culp, 
the adjuster. Bill has it soft on this 
Kingling unit. About all he does is 
adjust himself in a chair and await 
something to adjust. He had nothing 
to do until show arrived in Tulsa, and 
then a colored lady carelessly dropped a 
peanut shell on her pet corn and becried 
injury damages. Bill settled it then and 
there by pepping the corn and mumbled 
something about depression making it 
hard on adjusting business. Then one 
beholds Austin King, late captain of a 
whale exhibit and now manager of Side 
Show. Austin has no “side show.” He 
has it all together and under one large 
tented theater containing plenty of plat- 
forms, and his performers are clever, 
young and good looking. This is not 
surprising, as the “captain” resided long 
in and about Hollywood, and he knows 
his optics when it comes to picking 
looks. Then there are John Backman 
and Bob Thornton, the reversible eques- 
trian directors par excellence. These two 
reverse jobs quite often and seem to 
thrive without petty jealously creeping 
between them. The red wagon is occu- 
pied by a second Charlie Hutchinson 
(treasurer of the Big One), and this 
cignitary is none other than the likable 
“Sunshine Kid” Forestall. That pleas- 
ant smile, courtesy and common- 
senseable lad is going to climb to top 
some day in the annals of circus history. 
And now a word about the manager, 
“Buster” Cronin. Buster should have 
another name, and the moniker should 
be “Seven League.” He is all over, all 
under, on top and between every wagon, 
horse and piece of equipment on Barnes 
Circus. It is said that Cronin can cover 
“the lot” more times in less time than’ 
any man alive. Just why he travels that 
way is a question for the stake and 
chain wagon gang to debate. He cer- 
tainly has the bosses and the bosses are 
married and satisfied with their lot; 
therefore, the Hollywood Beauties are 
not going to kidnap a solitary boss. 
When asked about this phase of exercise, 
Buster replied: “I am with this show 
heart and soul. Mr. Ringling expects 
me to look after his property, and that 
is what I’m goin’ to do. S’long. Gotta 
check the hay and feed now. See yuh 
later.” And he was off in a cloud of 
dust. Corns, bunions and calli will get 
that boy some day. 


Oh, the show? It is a good show. A 
wild animal show, but do not confuse 
the Hollywood gals with the animals. 
They are just good-looking girls making 
an honest living with an exceptionally 
clean circus. The public likes the show 
and vouches loud and long regarding its 
entertainment features. And after hav- 
ing seen show four times, it is only fit- 
ting to say that the Hollywood gals are 
really from Hollywood and if they had 
wild animals with the show, we did not 
see them, but we did see the “gals.” 
We saw ’em four times, and it’s remark- 
able how these opticians have the nerve 
to charge such high prices during this 
time of depression.

Altho picnics this season have been 
less frequent and attendance smaller, I 
am wondering if there are park men 
passing up a lot of money by not getting 
promotions in their immediate neighbor- 
hood, especially good-will builders, at 
little or no expense—promotions which, 
after results are totaled over a period 
of weeks, prove that they are really 
worth while. 


Among the little tteups effected by me 
are a few that have shown surprising 
results. For example, on two days a week 
we have courtesy days, and after pur- 
chasing tickets to the pool or rides the 
patrons have tickets stamped that carry 
them, if they come by street car, back 
to their homes at no charge. The open- 
ing on this stunt was big and increased 
125 per cent on the second day, with 
unlimited prospects for the future. 

Another tieup is with a laundry con- 
cern, whereby ig uses inserts in each 
package of laundry that are good for 
one-half price at the pool, and every 
20th insert is free. Inserts are num- 
bered and if the number corresponds 
with the one posted at the fool box of- 
fice patron is admitted free. This gets 
people to the pool and even if they do 
not win the pool attendance is almost 
100 per cent. 


Among the picnics we have promoted 
that promise to be big affairs is a Tri- 
State Boy Scout outing. In connection 
with this we are allowing the boys from 
three counties a percentage on the ride 
tickets sold and permitting them to 
Cpersate the rides under supervision of 
park employees. 

Another good bet is a county AAA 
Picnic. It brings the members of the 
automobile association together and not 
only helps the park coffers, but gives 
the salesmen of the AAA an opportunity 
to make new acquaintances and acquire 
from the members names of new pros- 
pects. We are making this a charity 
proposition, the AAA bringing all the 
orphans from one of our county homes 
as their guests, and it is going to be big. 


A good bet for the dance hall is a 
dance band contest. Use three *o five 
@ night, locals, of course. Pick two 
winners and have a final. You will find 
that each band has a following and it 
will get a crowd of people into your 
grounds tc hear the music. The union 
will play with you, I am sure, on price. 

Get the newspaper in your town and 
those near by to sponsor a pre-school 
Picnic, using the coupon idea that en- 
titles the bearer to reduced rates on 
the rides and pool. We have one of 
these under way that looks mighty big. 

These ideas are not at all new, but dif- 
ferent argles can be worked out on 
them. Have had my new publicity man, 
K. F. Boothman, on this type work and 
the results have been most surprising. 

Also want to add that Rube Curtis, 
who has been working the midway the 
greater part of the season, has instilled 
deeper than ever the belief in this type 
of free entertainment. His work has 


been very funny to the patrons, and, 
bect of all, inoffensive. Have held him 
by demand for two extra weeks.

Swimming Pool Splashes 


IN FINAL meeting of Westchester 
County YMCA swimming championships 
at Playland pool, Rye, N. Y., August 6, 
Yonkers was first; White Plains, second, 
and Mount Vernon, third. First-place 
winners were awarded Playland individ- 
ual trophies; second and third-place vic- 
tors, medals. 


THE “INLAND SEA” at Palisades Park, 
Palisade, N. J., ts commanding the atten- 
tion of hordes of bathers and swimmers 
in the metropolitan area and its absolute 
cleanliness is one of the reasons for the 
popularity of this surf swimming center. 
Every night at 11 o’clock entire pool is 
emptied, sides and bottom scrubbed in 
full view of spectators with a lime solu- 
tion. About an hour is consumed in the 
process and seven hours to refill with 
purified salt sea water. Every drop that 
enters is thoroly cleansed. As salt water 
is pumped up it first passes thru eight 
filters, 30 feet long, 9 feet high, half 
filled with fine sand, stone and gravel. 
After water has passed thru all eight 
filters it is run toward the pool on a 
narrow runway and subjected to strong 
ultra-violet rays. Thruout day and 
evening there is a continuous flow of 
fresh sea water, and then late at night 
entire inclosure, two city blocks long by 
one block wide, is drained and the 
process of refilling and washing goes on 
until the break of dawn, ready for the 
next day.

FAIRS-EFVENES 


Governor’s veto of bill for aid responsible—committee 
appointed to seek modification of franchise permitting 
| postponement—organization will be kept intact 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark,, Aug. 15.—At meeting of Arkansas 
State Fair Board this week it was decided that the organization be 
kept intact, but that no State fair be held in 1931. Committee was 
appointed to confer with city officials to ask modification of fran- 
chise permitting the Fair Association to postpone the 1931 and 1932 


State fairs if necessary, or unless 
the legislature at the anticipated 
special session makes sufficient ap- 
propriation to assure the financial 
success of the fair and the gover- 
nor signs the bill. It was agreed that the 
officials and the members of the board 
would continue to work diligently toward 
the perpetuation of the Arkansas State 
Fair and particularly in securing State 
aid for same. 

A vote of appreciation to E. G. By- 
lander, the secretary, for his untiring 
efforts in behalf of the State Fair and 
the State of Arkansas, was extended. 
Bylander will serve as executive diréctor 
of the Little Rock Community Chest this 
year. 

In a statement given the press. the as- 
sociation said, in part: 

“The Arkansas State Fair Association 
regrets to announce that due to the veto 
by Governor Parnell of an act of the 
legislature of 1931, which would have ex- 
tended financial aid toward its support, 
and the general unfavorable financial 
conditions in the State, the 1931 State 
fair will not be held. 

“Realizing that an exposition of this 
kind is one of the most effective means 
ever devised to encourage the agricul- 
tural, industrial, educational and social 
development of a commonwealth, the 
business men of Little Rock conceived 
the Arkansas State Fair 10 years ago as 
an unselfish contribution toward the up. 
building of their State. Since its in- 
ception they have invested more than 
$700,000 in the project, which sum has 
been supplemented by more than $900,000 
expended by the city of Little Rock, the 
railroads and the public service corpora- 
tions. Little Rock business men, the city 
and these doncerns, therefore, have in- 
vested an aggregate of $1,600,000 in the 
institution. 

“The long period of depression and the 
complete crop failure in Arkansas last 
year would have justified the association 
in canceling the 1930 fair, but it was felt 
that it could render the State and its 
people no better encouragement at that 
time than to continue it. The support 
accorded by the people thru their at- 
tendance last fall, however, was dis-

Exhibits Great, But Gate 
Shows Drop at Red Deer 


RED DEER, Alta., Can., Aug. 15.—This 
year’s fair of Red Deer Agricultural So- 
ciety was apparently the most successful, 
as far as exhibits are concerned, of any 
that the society has yet held. There 
were more exhibits almost in every ciass. 
This appears to be a condilion quite 
general thruout Canada. Stock classes 
especially were noticeable in ‘this way. 
The weather was very hot and really 
ideal for fairs. But attendance was down 
considerably from last year, and people 
were not as easy on spending their 
money as in previous years. 

Conklin & Garrett Shows on the mid- 
Way were up to their usual high stand- 
erd. Grand-stand attractions were ex- 
ceptionally good. Two Negroes in a comic 
boxing bout had the audience in an 
uproar. Concessions and paid exhibits 
were about the same as usual. 

“As far as finances are concernced,” 
said Secretary R. S. Gillespie, “this fair 
is going to be very lucky. With a drop 
of almost #800 in gate receipts, a very 
high propertion for a small fair like 
this, we are still going to keep out of 
the red from present appearances, de- 
epite the fact that prize money which 
we paid out is considerably more than 
last year.”

Stinnett, acting secretary Robertson 
County Fair, says that while there is 
apparently but little money in the coun- 
try here at this time, crop prospects are 
bright, and he looks forward to a suc- 
cessful fair this year.

Weather Hurts 
Carthage Fair 


Fine exhibits — high-class 
grand-stand show at lower 
prices—midway improved 


Threats of rain and unseason- 
ably cool weather somewhat 
hampered first two days’ attend- 
ance at 76th annual fair of Hamil- 
ton County (O.) Agricultural 
Society—known as the Carthage 
Fair, because of being staged at 
Carthage, O., near Cincinnati. 
The fair opened Wednesday, last 


week, and closed Saturday night. 
As usual, opening day was captioned 
Children’s Day, with all children under 
15 years of age admitted free. Weather 
conditions doubtless kept hundreds of 
kiddies (also their elders) at home or 
elsewhere, but even with this handicap 
attendance was but slightly less than 
last year’s Children’s Day, and the large 
grand stand was about one-third filled 
in afternoon, three-fourths filled at 
night. Intermittent showers Thursday 
morning made a noticeable drop in at- 
tendance, naturally, and caused horse 
racing events to be postponed—a dou- 
bling-up on Friday. Thursday was 
designated as County Commissioners’ 
Day; Friday, Flower Day, and Saturday, 
Queen City Day. 

Agricultural products, stock, poultry, 
domestics, schools and kindred exhibits, 
including boys and girls’ 4-H €lub and 
boy scout and girl scout displays, are 
heavily featured, and this year these 
items probably surpassed preceding 
years; commodious, modern buildings 
housing the various departments. Open- 
day-day afternoon the customary stock, 
floats, etc., parade was staged on the 
track, with prominent persons par- 
ticipating, including ex-Governor Myers 
Y. Cooper, who is chairman executive 
committee and honorary president the 
fair association. 


There was a lowering of grand-stand 
admission prices this year, in considera- 
tion of existing general business condi- 
tions. Afternoons, general admission, 50 
cents; box seats, $1; night, general ad- 
mission, 15 cents; box seats, 50 cents. 
Gate admission, 50 cents—children un- 
der 10 years free when accompanied by 
adults. a 

In addition to excellent harness 
(horse) races and classy horse, pony, etc., 
competitive events and horseshoe pitch- 
ing contests, the offerings in front of 
grand stand included high-class pro- 
fessional talent and a tableau pageant 
in six episodes under direction of 
Schuster-Martin Producing Companyr, 
with more than 500 children and patrons 
of Hamilton County schools in the cast 
entitled The Festival of Nations. This

(3) In counties containing more than 
300,000 population, hy donation, pur- 
chase or condemnation, but not ex- 
ceeding in value $150,000, and the board 
may convey, grant or donate such lands 
s0 purchased or acquired or the use 
thereof to the State of Wisconsin or to 
agricultural and industrial societies for 
the purpose of holding thereon agricul- 
tural and industrial fairs and exhi- 
bitions, and may receive donations of 
money, material or labor from any per- 
son, town, city or village for the im- 


‘ provement or purchase of such land. If 


at any time lands or the use thereof so 
conveyed, granted or donated shall be 
abandoned or no longer used for tne 
purpose for which such lands or the use 
thereof were so conveyed, granted or 
donated, the title to such lands shall 
revert to the county having conveyed, 
granted or donated the same, and the 
commissioners of public lands, in the 
case of conveyances, grants or donations 
to the State, are authorized and directed 
to execute and deliver such proper deeds 
of conveyance as will revest the title to 
such lands in such county, and when 
such lands or the use thereof were con- 
veyec, granted or donated to an agri- 
cultural and industrial society, such 
proper deeds or conveyances shall be ex- 
ecuted and delivered by such society by 
its proper officers. However, the State 
may at any time within One year after 
title to any such lands revest by proper 
conveyance in such county, remove any 
buildings or structures erected thereon 
by or for the State subsequent to the ac- 
quisition of such lands by the State.

to a referendum vote of the electors of 
such county.

casion. It dealt with the festive (fair) 
atmosphere from the days of the ancients 
to the present day, and very appro- 
priately costumed, with foreign countries 
and early and late-day citizenry of the 
United States; concluding with “The 
Carthage Fair.” The tableau pageant 
ran about an hour, and commendably, in 
pantomime, thus eliminating tiresome 
attempts of amateurs at spoken dra- 
matics.

Sym- 
pathies were expressed by residents of 
hoth Marysville and Blue Rapids, and 
for the funeral, held Saturday, spon- 
sored by the W. E. West Shows, floral 
tributes were received from Siemer’s 
Cafe, Blue Rapids, and Roy’s Cafe and 
Louis Cafe, Marysville.

couraging, and it became evident at its 
conclusion that the heavy obligations in- 
curred would make it impossible for the 
association to sponsor the 1931 fair with- 

out substantial financial assistance. 

“Arkansas is one of the very few States 
which does not conduct the State fair 
as a State institution, and since such an 
exposition is for the benefit of the State 
itself, the association felt that it was 
justified in appealing to the State gov- 
ernment for financial assistance. Ac- 
cordingly there was introduced in the 
legislature of 1931 a bill authorizing a 
State appropriation for the fair. Mem- 
bers of the Senate and House, having ob- 
served the beneficent influence of the 
State fair in the development of Arkan- 
sas during the years since its inception, 
approved the bill, only to witness its 
nullification thru the exercise of the 
veto power by Governor Parnell. 

“It is a source of keen regret to the 
association that the 1931 fair must be 
canceled, because for thousands of 
Arkansans it has served as the climax 
to the year’s work, and this year farmers 
and others were in position to offer an 
exhibition that would have eclipsed any- 
thing of the kind in the history of the 
State. Our agricultural industry is at 
an all-time peak, the condition of crops 
at this time is 10 per cent better than 
the 10-year average, and it is unques- 
tioned that an agricultural exhibit in 
October would excel any ever offered and 
would be equaled only rarely and at long 
intervals in future years. 

“The association feels that cancellation 
of the 1931 fair involves a distinct loss 
to the State, but it has been left with 
no alternative. The decision not to 
sponsor it has been forced upon it thru 


circumstances over which it had no con- 
trol.”

Cther theater executives will be trans- 
ferred or absorbed by Fox Films. 

In September Harry Arthur will leave 
the home office for a tour of the Eastern 
houses, in which he will check up on 
the actual working of his new decen- 
tralization method of operating. After 
the Eastern tour he will proceed west- 
ward to the Coast. 

The decentralization plan announced 
by Harry Arthur at a meeting of theater 
executives and division managers last 
week is the natural outcome of the local- 
i%ed operation that both Arthur and 
Oscar Oldknow have been sponsoring 
this year. It is also a complete reversal 
of the Fox policy of about two years 
ago, which was strictly centralization. 
At a division managers’ meeting June, 
1930, Arthur said, “The plan of operation 
for Fox deals fundamentally with cen- 
tralization.” Since then the mounting 
losses of the smaller Fox houses has 
shown that “chain-store” operation was 
inefficient and local control better. 

The smaller theater units now being 
set up will stick rather closely to the 
size of the present divisions and film 
exchange areas. The six de luxers will 
be independent units. They will be 
managed by the following: Charles E. 
Kurtzman, Roxy; Monty Salmon, Fox, 
Brooklyn; Harry Greenman, Fox, St. 
Louis; William H. Raynor, Fox, Detroit; 
David Idzal, Fox, Philadelphia, and Harry 
Crull, Fox. Washington. 

The New England unit will be under 
Herschel Stuart, and the New Jersey one 
under Harry D. Goldberg. The Chicago 
and Midwesco divisions have been 
merged under H. J. Fitzgerald. Harry 
W. Woodin will manage the Manhattan, 
Bronx and Long Island territory. The 
Albany and Buffalo divisions under Mar- 
shall Taylor will be eliminated when the 
2@ ex-Shine houses go to M. E. Comer- 
ford. The Brooklyn division of 18 houses 
will go to Fred Stein, who will succeed 
Sam Rinzler. Rinzler resigns August 30. 

In his statement on the new operating 
plan, Harry Arthur said: “We are confi- 
dent that great economies will result 
from the new system of management. 
Under the new plan every theater will 
be given the most intensive supervision. 
Complete responsibility will be placed on 
the general managers, who in most in- 
stances will be within a few hours of 
every theater in their territory. The 
result of this will be very largely to 
decentralize and to localize theater 
groups. In many instances these local 
interests which once were represented on 
the board of directors, and which to a 
large extent still are stockholders of the 
subsidiary exhibitor companies, will be 
invited to resume that contact.” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Two big theater 
deals by Fox are reported closed. Louis 
Frisch and Sam Rinzler will take over 
11 Fox houses in Brooklyn, with Rinzler 
stepping out of Fox as a division man- 
ager September 1. This will give the 
new Frisch-Rinzler chain 28 houses in 
Brooklyn and Long Island. 

M. E. Comerford also has closed the 
deal for 28 former Schine houses up- 
State. The houses are the Strand, Car- 
thage; Glove and Hippodrome, Glovers- 
ville; Liberty, Herkimer; Capitol, Dion;

All right, folks. Let’s talk prosperity. 
Here’s to the Knights of Health. Good 
luck. Selah!”

president. Sarnoff in turn was supposed 
to be succeeded by M. H. Aylesworth. 
The Artists Bureau of NBC probably 
will remain as it is for the time being at 
least, despite the rumor than an im- 
portant figure therein was very much on 
the spot. This member is said to have 
obtained affidavits from various artists 
to the effect that he had not accepted 
gratuities nor cut in any other un- 
ethical manner. When this became 
known radio associates of this booker and 
representatives were electrified, as there 
Was seemingly no need for such a move. 
Paul Whiteman faces one of the most 
trying periods of his career this coming 
season, with several important events 
taking place almost simultaneously the 
coming week. A seven-year association 
with James F. Gillespie, his manager, 
comes to a close Saturday, and tomorrow 
he is scheduled to take his fourth bride 
in Margaret Livingston, motion picture 
actress, whom he intends to marry in 
Denver. In the meantime negotiations 
are on for the Whiteman organization to 
again make records for the Victor Com- 
pany after being tied up with Columbia 
for the last two-and-a-half years. Altho 
not generally known, Whiteman’s con- 
tract with Columbia had four years to 
run from May, 1928, at a guarantee and 
royalty basis which was to net him 
$50,000 a year for his end. In addition 
the record company paid the musicians 
for their recording either $50 or $20 per 
side, according to their. agreement with 
Whiteman. A short time ago White- 
man informed Columbia officials that 
several months had elapsed without his 
having made a single record, and that he 
would agree tO having his contract 
bought out, if necessary, with the result 
that President Henry C. Cox, of Colum- 
bia, agreed to buy the unexpired year- 
and-a-half term of the Whiteman con- 
tract, and paid $60,000 to call it quits. 


So far the Victor Company has not 
offered any great amount of money, but 
in accordance with Whiteman’s wishes 
will put him mostly on 2 royalty basis 
and pay the musicians. This at least 
relieves the band leader from the re- 
sponsibility of owing his men money for 
phonograph records, which work he is to 
give them and thus keep their earnings 
up to a certain figure, 

On September 15 the Whiteman Band 
will officially go under the banner of 


Spe- NBC, which has signed him to a 5 to 15- 


year contract. The Broadcasting Com- 
pany will then be responsible for this

Two efforts were made Sunday to 
place the tents and animals of the show 
on cars bound for Marland, Okla. W. M. 
(Egypt) Thompson, of Richmond, who 
has been with Dill’s Robbins Circus, 
trought here to move the show, dis- 
patched &0 laborers here from Baltimore 
yesterday. They looked the job over, 
talked a while with employees and de- 
cided to go back to Baltimore. A similar 
effort was made to move the show Mon- 
day morning. but was likewise aban- 
doned. 

Food for man and beast at the show 
lot for several days was assured yester- 
day, when it was learned the American 
Legion benefit wrestling match Saturday 
night raised $1,000 for the people. The 
Humane Society provided oats and corn 
for the horses being cared for by the 
idle performers. 

Determined to stick it out if it takes 
‘a month, the showfolk reiterated Sun- 
day their intention of not accepting the 
owners’ offer of transportation to Okla- 
homa without their back pay if they 
move the property. 

Armed with court order, Thompson, 
who was engaged by 101 Ranch owners 
te superintend loading of show, arrived 
at showgrounds shortly after 2 p.m. 
Saturday. He conferred with Inspector 
O. T. Davis, in charge of police detail, 
and then asked permission to address 
the 425 employees. 

Fred H. Seymour, who has been a Jead- 
er among striking workers, first exhorted 
employees not to resort to violence “for 
our Own good.” “We must use same 
peaceful tactics that we have followed 
heretofore, which have won for us sym- 
patny of Washington public,” Seymour 
said. “To physically resist court order 
will only mean that we will be arrested 
and thrown in jail.” He then intro- 
duced Thompson. Thompson told em- 
ployees that show was to be loaded, and 
that train would leave for Oklahoma at 


1:15 a.m. Saturday night. He said de- 
parture was being delayed until that 
hour to enable employees who take part 
in benefit performance at Washington 
Auditorium Saturday night to board 
train and ride home, as provided under 
terms of court injunction. Thompson 
offered to pay employees 40 cents an 
hour for actual work of loading. “Take 
it or leave it.” “We'll leave it,” was 
chorus from seats. Then Thompson 
sent out a call to employment agencies 
to furnish him with workers. 


The Washington CFA members last 
week were continuing their efforts to be 
of service to the showmen, headed by 
Melvin D. Hildreth, legislative commit- 
tee chairman. Hildreth seeing to it that 
this interest extend to show executives, 
as well as employees, alike. He has heen 
liberally complimented for his construc- 
tive efforts in behalf of show as a whole 
and as representing one unit oi “‘‘rcus 
industry generally. 

When hearing on injunction came up 
Friday before Justice Cox, attorneys for 
both show employees and executives 
were on hand, an answer to the latter's 
petition having been filed by Norman 
B. Landreau and H. L. McCormick. Con- 
tention of employees’’attorneys was that 
Zack T. Miller was the actual head of 
show, despite a lease to Western Show 
Company, Inc. W. E Rice, as successor 
trustee of Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Trust, 
brought injunction proceedings against 
Western Show Company, Inc., and four 
employees, as representative of all of 
performers and workmen. Fred H. Olm- 
stead, as attorney in fact, initiated pro- 
ceedings. He said that if injunction 
sought should be granted, show would 
be moved promptly thereafter. 


Landreau said Olmstead, as representa- 
tive of plaintiff, also was vice-president 
of defendant company in injunction, 
Western Show Company, Inc.’ McCor- 
mick stated to court numerous offers 
had been received to buy show equip- 
ment and animals, one of these offers 
coming, it was understood, from Wash- 
ington Zoo. Attorney Felix Duval of 
Ponca City, Okla., appeared with At- 
torney Harry S. Barger, as representative 
of plaintiffs in seeking an injunction to 
prevent interference with moving of 
show property. He gave a history of 
Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Trust, referred 
to a mortgage held by Lew Wentz, of 
Ponca City, and told of offer of Miller to 
pay show employees $2 apiece to load 
show for transport back to Oklahoma, 
and also free transportation and food 
en route. 

Barger’s contention was that District 
of Columbia court had no jurisdiction 
to name a receiver for purpose of taking 
over property of a foreign corporation 
at request of general creditors, and that 
efforts of persons not familiar with han- 
dling of elephants, steers and wild horses 
might result in serious consequences. 
Representatives of employees wanted 
show sold by a receiver appointed by 
court for this purpose. 


Justice Cox expressed interest in un- 
usual character of proceedings, and 
while not indicating any course of ac- 
tion on his part, situation created by 
40C persons being stranded in Washing- 
ton without food and the like seemed 
to concern him quite a little. 


American Legion has continued to do 
yeoman service in looking after em- 
ployees, in providing of food and other 
necessities during time show people havs 
been without means of support and 
without their salaries. Latter amount to 
around $28,000, approximately, inférma- 
tion is. Great quantities of meats, bread 
and fruits have been contributed by 
marketmen, bakers and others to supple- 
ment relief efforts carried on by Legion- 
naires, as sympathy for employees on part 
of Washington people, as a result of 
their plight, is universal. Due to heavy 
rains, grounds where the show people 
are encamped have been muddy, and this 
fact has added to the problems resulting 
from their stay. 


While latter were patiently but de- 
terminedly awaiting outcome of efforts 
in their behalf, information from Okla- 
homa was that efforts were being dis- 
cussed there to bring about a mora- 
torium of around six months on all 
debts on the show.

Why not inquire around the Bdrnes 
Show and get the story when Negro Eph 
late at uight, by mistake, got into “36,” 
the big cat den (black mane and tail 
Nubian lions), a den he broke and 
worked on Adam Forepaugh Show sea- 
son 1884? 

Eph was featured as a Turk, costume 
and all, and bore the distinction of being 
the only one of African blood who ever 
worked a cat den and especially black 
Nubians. This night, the same as many 
other nights, after the show Eph attend- 
ed a party given in his honor by new 
admirers of his color. Eph arrived at the 
show train just as it pulled out. A 
strong partition had been erected across 
the front end of the den under the driv- 
er’s seat, allowing space for Eph to sleep. 
However, he seemed not to be entirely 
particular where he slept this night, for 
instead of entering the front end of the 
den where his sleeping room was located, 
he crawled in from the opposite end. 
When he awoke next morning, Cornwal- 
lace, the most ferocious beast of the den, 
was lying on top of him. Being late fall 
—cool nights—the lion liked the human 
heat, besides would make a warm break. 
fast out of Eph when daylight broke. 
The scared Eph dared not move for fear 
of arousing the ferocious instinct of the 
man-eating brute. Realizing the circus 
train was being unloaded, he started to 
call in a low-smothered voice: “Help! 
Help!” Men unloading the train heard 
the pitiful cry, but could not locate 
where it came from until “36,” the lion 
den, started down the runs, when Eph 
called a little louder. Animal men hur- 
tiedly opened the den and there was Eph 
with the snarling Cornwallace lying on 
top of him. With long-handled, two-

only and has no authority to change the 

law.” 

Bertram speculated on the similarity 
or dissimilarity of la-s in this connec- 
tion in the United States and Canada, 
stating that “it might be interesting to 
know if a Cans *ian-owned truck could 
carry goods from place to place in the 
United States without payment of duty.” 

A checkup by The Billboard with the 
information Bureau of the United States 
Customs here on laws in this connection 
revealed operation of a code of a less 
exacting nature than that prevailing in 
the Canadian scheme. Foreign-owned 
trucks and railroad caravans are required 
to pay duty on equipment, paraphernalia 
and such pertaining, but said duty is re- 
funded after a six months’ period. In 
lieu of duty, applicant must post a six 
months’ bond, automatically canceled 
after that period. There is no law here, 
however, requiring such vehicles to be 
brought back to Canadian border after 
each engagement, nor is it necessary to 
employ a convoy or guide at acts’ or 
show owners’ expense., Additionally, 
separate bonds for individual engage- 
ments played here are not required. 

According to the Canadian Customs 
Department, to complete the bond 
it is necessary to have the following in- 
formation at point of entry: 

1. Number of trucks. 

2. Their name and manufacture. 

3. Their serial numbers. 

4. Their present appraised value. 

5. An approximate value of equipment 
carried. 

Bond is then sent on to entry point, 
awaiting arrival of trucks there. Written 
authority must be shown to Customs of- 
ficials at that point that permission has 
been granted to place trucks under bond 
while in transit in Canada, in lieu of 
being accompanied by a Customs officer.
